Let Our Mourning be Broken 

As we gather once again as proud and loving 
lesbians and gay men to pay tribute to our com- 
munity and this year’s parade theme of 
‘‘Rightfully Proud’’ — I am feeling that we need 
something more dynamic and galvanizing to 
represent us as our common movement leaves 
adolescence, turning 20 years old in 1989. 

Though we, as a uniquely oppressed people, 
are no Strangers to denial, fear and loss — one 
notable characteristic has marked our movement 
as we have made considerable gains, encountered 
backlash and suffered reversals. Each time we 
have experienced setbacks, we have not retreated 
to the familiar, if stultifying, haven of the closet. 

As never before, our response to these losses 
has been anger and a redoubled effort to secure 
our rights. We see ourselves no longer as a reflec- 
tion mirrored in the straight world’s eyes; our 
goals and victories are couched less and less in 
terms of straight approval, but rather in terms of 
simple recognition of our rights in a free and 
democratic society. No matter the attitudes of 
straights (or gays) who challenge us, the issue is 
equal status under the law, and equal access to 
the institutions of our society. 

Though we gather in pride once again this year, 
we must bear in mind, however, that we are 
predisposed through long years of overt and in- 
sidious conditioning to be accomplices in our own 
oppression and suppression. We have internalized 
the pain of AIDS to a great degree — there is 
nothing ‘gay’ about AIDS. We did not create this 
disease and we owe no one an apology. 
Therefore, if our private mourning continuities, 
I suggest that it is time for our collective, public 
mourning to end. We have much work to do, and 
we must continue to further our agenda. 

Mourning Has Broken — let this be our rally- 
ing cry for Gay and Lesbian Freedom, 1989. 

Some would suggest that we not push or make 
waves as we continue to fight AIDS — keep a low 
profile during this public relations nightmare that 
opportunistic politicians and media people are 
milking for its worth. We must change this think- 
ing in ourselves and within ourselves and deny 
creeping shame and Uncle Tom-ism. 

At worst, we are subjects of a political, state- 
of-the-art disease-targeting (which eliminates the 
need for ovens and gas chambers) — at best, we 
are becoming victims of genocide through 
governmental ‘malignant neglect’ and 
homophobic inaction. In either case, Janis Joplin 
reminds us that ‘‘...freedom’s just another word 
for nothing left to lose...’’ I will not live with the 
fear of AIDS on one hand and the fear of judg- 
ment and backlash on the other. 

Time is now to move beyond ‘‘Gay is Good.”’ 
Of course, it is. What then? How about ‘‘Gay is 
Angry,’”’ or ‘“‘Gay is Demanding”’ or ‘‘Gay is 
Disobedient’’? Our government must respond in 
a big way to the financial demands of unfettered 
research, treatment, and education. Government 
must get out of our way and stop impeding the 
exploration of alternative therapies. Media must 
be made accountable for their continuing ex- 
ploitation of fear, ignorance and political oppor- 
tunism. Politicians must know in no uncertain 
terms that we will resist them vigorously and 
noticeably if they act against us as we fight for 
our lives and our rightful place in the sun. It is 
time for each of us to examine our motives and 
make an undaunted, solemn pledge for our com- 
mon interest and well-being. 

Cure or no cure, let our mourning be broken.

Give Us Some Thought 
An Open Letter to Supervisor Harry Britt: 

During the Congressional race a while back, 
one of the arguments for your election seemed to 
be the recognition of the power of the incumben- 
cy: if we didn’t get you elected, we probably 
wouldn’t get a gay/lesbian person to Congress 
until after the turn of the century (when Pelosi, 
now the non-gay incumbent, would retire). The 
argument was so compelling I voted for you. 

Now we face supervisorial races and the issue 
comes up again, but in a different light. Here, of 
course, you have the power of the incumbency. 
I’m beginning to question, though, if, after all 
these years, your power is really being used in the 
best interests of our community. 

Let me digress a second. During our long and 
continuing AIDS nightmare, I’ve noticed time 


and again that major media rarely turn to publicly 
recognized gay men and lesbians for commentary 
or analysis. (Can you imagine going this long with 
Sickle Cell Anemia and not hearing from Black 
spokespersons?) The reason, of course, is ob- 
vious. We don’t have many publicly recognized 
leaders. There’s you; there’s Jeff Levi; there’s 
Ginny Apuzzo; the two Congressmen (gently 
pulled from their closets) — and that’s about it. 
Pretty sad after 15 or 20 years of so-called gay 
liberation. But can we really blame the media? 
If we can’t get gay men and lesbians with power 
to share that power with other gay men and les- 
bians, just where do we begin? No, the buck stops 
here. With people like you. 
Isn’t it time you consider using your power in 
a way that might more greatly benefit your con- 
stituency? Why not give it a rest next time? Make 
the grand gesture. Instead of running for the 
Board yourself, get behind one or two (or three) 
gay men/lesbian candidates who, with your sup- 
port, could be elected. (And while we’re at it, let’s 
talk about women and gay people of color as 
those candidates — great for networking in our 
multi-ethnic, feminist-conscious city). You could 
be a supervisor emeritus. You could still travel 
the country, addressing community groups. You 
would still have power and influence (you could 
even run for the Board again some time in the 
future). But we all would benefit because there 
would be more of us in power. The visibility of 
future leaders, the growth of our movement — 
our very well-being — is in the hands of people 
like you. Give us some thought.

Outlawed in England 

At last some news about Britain! Thank you, 
Tim Kingston, for your wonderfully in-depth ar- 
ticle about life under Thatcher (‘‘Living on Mag- 
gie’s Farm,’’ Coming Up!, June 1988). There 
were, however, some details only skimmed over 
or not mentioned at all which I think are worth 
pointing out because if these things can happen 
in one so-called democracy, then they can hap- 
pen in ours. Especially if George Bush gets into 
power. 


The legislation which attacks lesbians and gays | 


in Britain, called Clause 28, is an attack on all 
aspects of the lives of lesbians and gays, not just 
on the sexual act itself. In the words of Lord 
Caithness, one of the government’s most 
outspoken proponents of the Clause, it is geared 
towards ‘‘every way [in which] homosexuality 
manifests itself’’ (as quoted in London’s Gay 
Times). The Clause could make illegal all 
literature written by lesbian and gay authors, 
counseling services, employment and housing 
rights, and close lesbian and gay bars and meeting 
places. This June marks the end of Gay Pride 
marches in the U.K. The aim of this ban is to 
make lesbians and gays not just invisible, but il- 
legal. It reminds one of the banning laws in South 
Africa. 

Even the naming of this insidious attack on Bri- 
tain’s lesbian and gay population has been eerie. 
British authorities are noted for their employment 
of Orwellian ‘doublespeak’ when they get hot 
under the collar. In the early 1980s, during a con- 
troversial investigation into the rise of leukemia 
in children living near a nuclear power plant 
which had leaked radiation some years earlier, the 
government changed the name of the plant from 
Windscale to Sellafield. Clause 28 was original- 
ly introduced as Clause 27 in a piece of legisla- 
tion dealing with local government contracts with 
private cleaning services. The vigilance of lesbian 
and gay activists exposed this attack on their 
rights: the government responded by changing its 
name. Sometimes, in the face of increasing social 
protest, it is referred to as Clause 29. The effect 
of this is obvious. It leads to public confusion. 
In a demonstration in January against the Clause, 
protestors carried placards reading ‘‘No on 
Clause 27’’ when it was already being called 
Clause 28. 

As Tim Kingston pointed out, the British 
government’s unmitigated attack on the lesbian 
and gay population has occured within the con- 
text of a general attack on the poor and working 
class. This has included vicious assaults on peo- 
ple of color and the elderly. Alongside the ero- 
sion of civil rights of minorities has been the gran-

weden in mid-June shimmered in a long 

and intense heatwave while 7,000 dele- 

gates filled the congress hall gloom of 
the Fourth International Conference on AIDS. 
The statistics of the Stockholm conference 
were striking, the information bombardment 
intense. With over 3200 scientific papers on 
display and 900 of the world’s press in atten- 
dance, it was one of the largest scientific gath- 
erings ever held. The telephone directory con- 
tained volumes of conference proceedings — 
themselves only short abstracts of thousands 
of scientific ‘poster’ papers being put up and 
taken down each day — were five times thicker 
than those from Washington a year before. If 
quan-tity indicated quality, Sweden had beaten 
the US, no contest. 

Quantity did not betoken quality. As at the 
previous Paris and Washington meetings, 
there was no sudden news of breakthroughs in 
the AIDS war. The lack of big news is, for 
reasons, good as well as bad. It would have 
been immoral to withhold potentially life- 
preserving information for the sake of a stan- 
ding ovation in Stockholm; and in any case, 
an announcement made between conferences 
is invariably more widely reported in the press, 
and personal scientific standing better enhanc- 
ed. So the world’s press which was so amply 
represented around the conference hall had lit- 
tle headline news to send back to keep interest 
in AIDS aroused. Even while the epidemic 
multiplies, some press clearly have the sense 
that AIDS was now yesterday’s issue, to be left 
only to experts and victims. There was some 
encouraging progress to report with 
Zidovudine and other drugs. But the pace of 
human trials is ponderous and pathetic, com-

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pared to the sweep of new discoveries in 
virology or genetics. 

On the scientific side, there was general un- 
happiness about the sheer impossibility of try- 
ing to cover even one subject area adequately 
during the three main days of the conference. 
Many thought that, sooner or later, the larger 
themes of AIDS research would eventually 
have to divide into their own thematic confer- 
ences. Reviewing some of the scientific mater- 
ial presented, it was clear that very few present- 
ations had been turned away. Much was be- 
ing reported fairly indiscriminately: third rate 


studies, or information already widely reported — 


in scientific journals. This made it harder for 
everybody to separate the significant from the 
silly, stale or stupid. 

For those dealing directly with the people in 
the AIDS epidemic, Stockholm did offer more 
than any previous conference. Swedish and 
foreign non-governmental organizations had 
got together beforehand to stress the non- 
scientific side of AIDS — the role of caring and 
support, and the issues around HIV and AIDS 
in the workplace, in the Third World, and 
sexuality. 

As the conference convened, Sweden’s prin- 
cipal AIDS support organization, Noah’s Ark 
(the Swedish affiliate of the Red Cross), organ- 
ized as first day session on ‘‘The Humani- 
tarian Side of AIDS.’’ Each day, too, the scien- 
tific program was set aside for a special session 
on the ‘Face of AIDS,’ whose participants had 
to come from non-commercial organizations. 
Sessions in this conference dealt with issues of 
empowerment; of sexuality, and sexual iden- 
tity; and of support to HIV positive people and 
people with AIDS. 

Nevertheless, out of almost 400 conference 
sessions, only 3 gave any role to speakers iden- 
tifying as PWA or HIV positive. A ‘hospitality 
suite’ was set up for PWA and PWARC. But 
it turned out to be a dark and airless room with 
a nurse standing by. It was not thought too 
hospitable by the clients. 

Eighty panels from the Names Project hung 
over the entrance to Stockholm’s International 


Congress Center by the morning the con- 
ference began — the sole human and humaniz- 
ing display among the acres of floor space 
devoted to commercial exhibitors or poster 
presenters. By lunch time, said the epidemiolo- 
gists, yet another eighty people around the 
world would be dead from AIDS. 

But fcr those attending the conference from 
commercial organizations, the statistics had 
implications comfortably and conveniently 
remote from disability and death in the AIDS 
front line. They walked quickly and uneasily 
past the few people attending who were visibly 
affected by the disease. By June there had been 
96,433 ‘‘official’’ AIDS cases around the 
world. The WHO (World Health Organiza- 
tion) reckons that, because of late or under- 
reporting, the real figure is double that, about 
200,000. It’s expected to increase by 150 per 
cent during 1988 and at least to double every 
year for the next five years. A ‘‘conservative 
estimate,’’ said WHO AIDS program director 
Dr. Jonathan Mann, was that five million peo- 
ple around the world, who are well for the mo- 
ment, are already infected with HIV. 

When an effective barrier to HIV disease 
development does turn up, they’ll all need 
treatment for life. The treatment will be worth 
a high price. That makes AIDS and HIV the 
greatest pharmaceutical market in history. So 
when British cancer specialist Professor Robin 
Weiss took the first congress press conference 
to explain the latest findings about the 
molecular biology of viral proteins, the earliest 
and most detailed questioning came from the 
Wall Street Journal representative. The im- 
plications of her interests were clear: the issue 
of whose anti-viral protein blocks the HIV 
virus better will, for years yet, make more dif- 
ference to stock quotations than to the lives 
and deaths of those facing AIDS. 


ut lesbians and gay men still faced in- 
visibility at the conference. In opening 
the conference, Prime Minister Ingvar 
Carlsson highlighted — amongst others — 


| 


‘‘religious congregations’’ for their support of 
AIDS programs. Gays and lesbians were omit- 
ted entirely, either in the catalog of suffering, 
or from the struggle to contain and combat the 
disease. Worst, the conference emblem of a 
nuclear family — Mom, androgynous three- 
year-old child, and Pop, all unclothed and 
holding hands — against the backdrop of an 
HIV virus was as unambiguously an image of 
AIDS as a threat to healthy heterosexual or- 
thodoxy as could be conceived. Yet, claimed 
Conference chair Lars Olof Kalling, this put 
the ‘‘individual in focus.’’ It did not put most 
of the community afflicted by AIDS and HIV 
in focus at all. 

In response, Ben Schatz of San Francisco’s 
National Gay Rights Advocates and Robert 
Bray of New York convened a Gay and Les- 
bian International Caucus on the third even- 
ing of the conference. Their efforts were di- 
rected towards a statement issued two days 
later, calling for more gay and lesbian partici- 
pation in the next AIDS conference, in Mon- 
treal. The role of homophobia and other op- 
pressive, anti-gay initiatives in restricting 
health education initiatives and facilitating the 
spread of AIDS should be made a feature in 
Montreal, they argued. 

Shatz claimed that ‘‘the development of new 
drugs is hindered by the profit motive, bureau- 
cratic excesses, and outmoded protocols, at a 
time when rapid deployment of drugs to a life 
threatened group is essential.’’ But the caucus 
meeting, initially 200 strong, was dominated 
by white American men arguing about the 
agenda, and it was left to a small group of 13 
to hang on sufficiently long to produce a final 
statement. ‘‘Gays, lesbians, and [people with 
AIDS and HIV] have unique perspectives on 
the pandemic,”’ this concluded. ‘‘We are not 
just ‘victims’ of AIDS. We will not sit on the 
sidelines while others make policy and conduct 
research that affects our lives.”’ 

The gay and lesbian caucus statement did 
not appear to draw much attention from non- 
American journalists. But a helpful sign was 
that one of the gay/lesbian caucus participants 
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announced himself as a member of the Mon- 
treal organizing committee. Other gay men at 
the meeting were working in AIDS groups in 
Montreal. So the message will undoubtedly get 
through to Montreal — but with effects yet to 
be seen. 

RFSL, the Swedish Federation for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights, had organized its own con- 
ference three days before the Fourth Interna- 
tional. This gathering, which floated across the 
Baltic on a cruise liner, focused on the role of 
homophobia in continuing the spread of 
AIDS; and on the dehomosexualization of 
AIDS. RFSL’s elegant new downtown 
Stockholm gay center also hosted a week of 
discos and entertainment for the estimated 
more than 1000 lesbians and gay men amongst 
the conference crowds. But the gay center was 
the scene of an ugly incident two days before 
the conference. Early on the Saturday, Cleve 
Jones had arranged with center staff to hang 
two Names Project panels in the main hall. 
That evening, I watched two RFSL officials, 
including the organization’s president, brutally 


start to pull down the two panels. Before the | 


panels got damaged, Cleve intervened and 
took them down himself. The RFSL officials 
offered no explanation for their behavior, and 
— despite the evident embarassment of many 
in RFSL — have offered no apology for what 
occurred. 

On the last night of the conference, RFSL 
also organized a candlelight march for friends 
and loved ones lost to AIDS. But while the 
pharmaceutical giants inside had ample space 
to advertise their latest HIV antibody test or 
gimmick, the memorial march organizers were 
forced to stand outside the conference center 
while handing out leaflets for the march. Their 
only companions on the outside were members 
of the Swedish chapter of the LaRouchies, 
handing out publicity for a LaRouche ‘‘Execu- 
tive Intelligence Review (EIR)’’ meeting and 
filmshow to bemoan the failure of Proposition 
69 in the June 7 California primary. 
LaRouche’s message was one of barely disguis- 
ed menace: ‘‘For every person who voted 
against Proposition 69, at least one person will 
die of AIDS.”’ 

EIR gave an address and phone number in 
central Stockholm for its activities. His group 
has been controversial in Sweden too; a 
member of the LaRouche sect was the first per- 
son to be arrested as a suspect on the scene of 
the February 1986 murder of Swedish Premier 
Olaf Palme. 

Some of the conference organizers, how- 
ever, took a strong stand against victimization 
and vilification. In opening the conference, Dr. 
Jonathan Mann commented on how 
’‘stigmatizing and delaying’’ the fight against 
AIDS would have been if the disease had been 
allowed to stay branded as GRID (Gay Related 
Immune Deficiency). Now, however, he sug- 
gested that the name AIDS had lost its utility 


these fine articles of non-discrimination could 
be seen to be more honored in the breach than 
the observance — the US being no exception. 


Epidemiology — Where HIV is Going 

The short term scientific prospect for peo- 
ple affected by HIV is, and remains, bleak. 
After a decade of monitoring the gay men who 
had originally participated in SF’s City Clinic 
1970s study of hepatitis B, Nancy Hessol and 
George Rutherford of the SF Department of 
Public Health reported their expectations of 
sickness after a decade of HIV infection. Some 
48 percent of gay men will, they predicted, 
develop AIDS after ten years. 

The reports of AIDS in the City Clinic gay 
cohort thus continues its inexorable upward 
trend. Figures of 34 percent AIDS and 16 per- 
cent ARC after 8 years have been extended to 
40 percent AIDS after 9 years, and now 48 per- 
cent after 10. But not everyone has succumb- 
ed. Of 38 men in the study who are known to 
have been HIV-positive for more than 8 years, 


9 (23 percent) still have no signs or symptoms 
of clinical disease after 10 years. But the re- 
maining 77 percent, more than three quarters 
of the men studied, either had AIDS or other 
HIV disease after ten years of follow-up. 

No one was surprised by the worsening 
news. Every study of immune effectiveness in 
cohorts of HIV-positive people reported to the 
conference showed a progressive, general de- 
cline in key indicators like the number of T4 
cells, or the response to immune stimulants. 
Most of these changes set in shortly after ex- 
posure to HIV and seroconversion, when anti- 
bodies are produced. But the rate at which key 
changes occur varies widely from person to 
person. 

The critical changes that are now most com- 
monly followed are the T4 cell count, the ratio 
of T8 (suppressor) to T4 (helper) cells, and the 
reappearance of a viral protein, called p24, in 
serum. Since changes in the health in many 
large groups of HIV-positive gay men have 
now been studied for 3-10 years, researchers 


with the increasing understanding of a spec- | 


trum of progressive immunological and 
neurological diseases associated with HIV in- 
fection. In future, said Mann, the name AIDS 
could and should be ‘‘usefully succeeded by the 
concept of HIV-disease.”’ 

Mann strenuously opposed the lobbies who 
argued that the ‘“‘rights of the many”’ as yet un- 
affected by HIV should take precedence over 
the ‘‘rights of the few’’ who were HIV-posit- 
ive. This was a ‘‘false dilemma,’’ he pointed 
out, since ‘‘the protection of the uninfected 


majority depends precisely upon and is inextri- 


cably bound with the protection of the rights 


and dignity of infected persons.’’ AIDS had | 


not been conquered, but it was not inconquer- 
able. In time, said Mann, ‘‘we will learn to 
dominate the disease.”’ 

Encouragingly, the World Health Organiza- 
tion’s firm stand against HIV or AIDS dis- 
crimination was frequently repeated and rein- 
forced throughout the Conference. ‘‘An HIV- 
‘n-fected person must enjoy the same rights of 
work, education, and international travel as all 
ther citizens,’’ said Swedish Health Minister 
Gertrud Sigurdsen during the closing session. 
"'nfortunately, observing the contributions or 
derformances of many countries represented. 


When British cancer specialist Robin 
Weiss took the first congress press 
conference to explain the latest 


findings about the molecular biology of 


viral proteins, the earliest and most 
detailed questioning came from the 
Wall Street Journal representative. 

The implications of her interests were 
clear: the issue of whose anti-viral 
protein blocks the HIV virus better will, 
for years yet, make more difference to 
stock quotations than the lives and 


deaths of those facing AIDS. 


can now use these and other tests as a basis for 
reliably predicting the extent to which HIV in- 
fection will eventually turn into AIDS. This ap- 
proach was the basis for one of the grimmest 
reports of all. It, too, came from San 
Francisco. 

Chief of SF General’s epidemiology team, 
Dr. Andrew Moss, reported the results of a 
three-year follow-up of 288 gay men in the 
hospital’s own cohort, none of whom had 
AIDS at the outset. From the beginning, blood 
samples from the group have been screened for 
a wide range of lab measurements that could 
be used more precisely to predict the onset of 
full-blown AIDS. After three years, 22 percent 
had AIDS and 19 percent had ARC. But an- 
other 24 percent had, by the end of the study, 
developing immune system abnormalities 
which showed that they too would, within the 
next three years, develop AIDS or ARC. Based 
on these findings, researchers predict that half 
those infected with HIV will get AIDS within 
about nine years of infection, and another 25 
percent will be diagnosed with ARC. It was 
also predicted that all ARC patients are likely 
to progress to full-blown AIDS. 

The SFGH research identified five factors 
which show that progression to AIDS is like- 
ly within three years, if any two of the factors 
are in the warning range. The five significant 
predictors were an increased level of a protein 
called Beta-2 microglobulin in blood; anemia 
(reduced red blood cells, measured by hemato- 
crit); the presence of P24, the HIV core pro- 
tein; the ratio of T4 to T8 cells; and the ab- 
solute level of T4 cells. 

Each of these factors is independently 
significant, but the most significant factor 
predicting progression to AIDS appears to be 
the level of Beta-2 microglobulin. A level 
greater than 5 micrograms per milliliter was 
highly predictive of AIDS. However, if none 
of the variables were in the warning range, it 
was unlikely that the person would progress to 
AIDS within the succeeding three years. 

So the SFGH study predicts that 75 percent 
of their cohort will have AIDS after nine years 
of HIV infection. These figures are even more 
pessimistic than the City Clinic study — despite 
the common assumption that the Clinic’s study 
subjects were exclusively ‘‘fast lane’’ gay men 
whose exceptional exposure to many other sex- 
ually transmitted disseases could have triggered 
faster than usual development of AIDS. 

Not so, says Moss. His study, much more 
random than Hessol and Rutherford’s, 
together with an entirely neighborhood-based 
study by UC Berkeley Professor Warren 
Winkelstein, all show similar results, in terms 
of the typical speed of progression. Their con- 
clusion: ‘‘fasi lane’’ gay men are little different 
from others, including hemophiliacs, in the 
way the HIV affects their bodies. Indeed, other 


' cohort studies on gay men show worse results 


than the City Clinic study. An NCI study of 
gay men in New York and Washington DC 
reported that of 86 men who had been HIV 
positive for at least six years, 56 percent had 
developed AIDS. Two thirds of the remainder 
showed helper cell ratios and numbers well 
below normal. ‘‘In more HIV-infected per- 
sons,’’ commented Robert Biggar of the NCI, 
‘‘progressive immunosuppression and rising 
AIDS incidence will continue over many 
years.”’ 

The SF General group’s full published 
report says that progression to clinical AIDS 
must now be regarded as the usual outcome of 
HIV infection. ‘‘It is clear...that the subjects 
who have progressed to AIDS do not represent 
a simple selecting-out of an at-risk subgroup, 
leaving the rest of the cohort unaffected. On 
the contrary, the prognosis for the rest of the 
cohort is clearly worsening over time...we 
should regard progression to clinical AIDS 
following HIV infection as the norm rather 
than the exception.”’ 


Some Not Actively infected 

There was new evidence that some people who 

had been exposed to HIV had not been in- 

“ected in the usual wav. But whatever factor 

protected these iucky few had not yet been 
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identified, France’s Luc Mongagnier, the | 


original discoverer of HIV, told the con- 
ference’s first session that there could be 
‘*complex situations [in some of those expos- 
ed to HIV] in which the virus can stay latent 
and eventually disappear.’’ Such people are 
characterized by the lack of the usual HIV an- 
tibodies against the inner and outer core of the 
virus. Instead, people with such completely 
“‘latent’’ infection had produced antibodies to 
one of the virus’s regulatory proteins (the F 
protein, also called 3 or f), which switches HIV 
production on and off inside infected cells. 

If Montagnier’s discovery is confirmed, it 
could provide a major clue on how to redirect 
the immune system to fight HIV effectively. 
It could also help explain the longstanding 
mystery of how a minority of gay men, whose 
lifestyle in the late 1970s and early 80s must 
have explosed them to HIV infection, have 
nevertheless not developed antibodies or HIV 
disease. 

The dozens of studies displayed at 
Stockholm showing progressive decline in im- 
mune effectiveness in everyone chronically in- 
fected by HIV have laid to rest radical theories 
that HIV is not the cause of AIDS, most loudly 
expressed by Berkeley biologist Professor Peter 
Duesberg. If Duesberg had been right, it was 
noted, and HIV were not the primary cause of 
AIDS, then long-term studies of HIV infected 
people would show that they could be divided 
into (at least) two groups: those that showed 
‘“‘progress’’ through worsening disease to 
AIDS, and those who showed no such ‘‘pro- 
gress.’’ Sadly, there was no such division in the 
statistics of sickness for those with antibodies 
to HIV, in whom the virus had bred and would 
breed again as AIDS later developed. 

But many researchers saw promise and hope 
in a range of new laboratory markers which 
could be used to extend the range and reduce 
the cost of human trials. Three new early 
markers of clinical progression were describ- 
ed by many researchers — chemicals called 
beta 1 microglobulin (B2M), neopterin (Npt) 
and a special form of alfa interferon (alFN). 
Increased levels of each of these substances is 
correlated with a decline in T4 cells and in- 
creasing disease. So by peforming these tests 
instead of the more complex, les predictive and 
considerably more expensive T-cell counts now 
widely used to monitor the status of asymp- 
tomatic HIV-positive people, physicians and 
PWA community initiative groups alike could 
more easily test the effectiveness of new anti- 
viral drugs. 

The value of such tests is not to tell someone 
the bad news that he or she may be likely to get 
AIDS earlier rather than later — but to see how 
well a particular drug is working, whether it is 
an official therapy prescribed by the physician, 
or an experimental treatment taken by the pa- 
tient. Research groups in the US and Sweden 
have independently found that B2M levels 
above 2.6 (milligrams/litre) indicate early pro- 
gression to AIDS. Any therapy that reduces 
B2M levels is therefore likely to be an effective 
counter to AIDS development. 

Professor Brian R. Saltzman, Albany State 
University, NY, told a conference workshop 
session that better diagnostic tests like B2M 
could help physicians monitor the role of im- 
proved diet, reduced stress, and other factors 
in arresting the development of HIV disease. 
“*At the moment,”’ he said, although both clin- 
icians and patients had well-established views 
about ways of healthy eating, ‘‘we don’t have 
any evidence that any one diet is better than 
any other.’’ Marking the increasing attention 
given to these tests, a Swedish test manufact- 
urer, Pharmacia, called a further special 
workshop on B2M. 

Given the new tests, the trend in drugs trials 
should lead to earlier therapeutic intervention 
— slowing or stopping the progress of HIV in- 
fection, from asymptomatic state, to minor 
disease, ARC, or AIDS. Dr. Don Francis, one 
of the first US Centers for Disease Control 
scientists to study the spread of AIDS, and 
now the California State Department of Public 
Health adviser on AIDS, says of early interven- 
tion, which he is pioneering with a new series 
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of AIDS ‘‘Prevention and treatment centers’’ 
that, ‘‘We have to do better upstream.” | 


Drugs — 
Dextran, Naltrexone are Favorites 


Although on the drugs scene there was no ex- 
citing new breakthrough, researchers and clini- 


cians showed the greatest interest in three: the . 


continuing trials on AZT/Retrovir, dextran 
sulfate and naltrexone. Dexran sulfate arous- 
ed great interest because of its possible high ef- 
fectiveness, low cost, low toxicity, and minimal 
disruptive effect on the immune system. But 
dextran, like so many promising agents in 
fighting HIV, has hitherto had little support 
from the pharmaceutical giants — because it 
is old and unpatentable. Unlike AZT or Pen- 
tamidine, expensive clinical trials cannot be 
funded by quickly upping the prices charged 
to AIDS patients. 

National Cancer Institute researchers 
reported last month that laboratory exper- 
iments had demonstrated dextran to have ‘‘a

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trial. After continuing the naltrexone treat- 
ment, two-thirds of AIDS patients showed 
marked drops in alfa interferon levels, sug- 
gesting greatly reduced HIV activity. The re- 
mainder, whose alfa interferon did not drop, 
all died within nine months. 

The advantages of naltrexone in AIDS treat- 
ment are that it is cheap, and its general effects 
are widely known and studied because of its 
use in drugtakers to inhibit opiate addiction. 
The doses used in AIDS are far lower than 
those normally used, are extremely safe, and 
yet seem to be very effective. The drug is 
thought to work by modulating the immune 
system to produce key immune-enhancing 
chemicals. 

Two of the most recently popular drugs in 
California — Isoprinosine (Immunovir) and 
Ribavirin have not shown any promise in 
results reported this year. The major interna- 
tional trial on Isoprinosine in over 2000 
seropositive patients is still under way; anec- 
dotal reports seemed to indicate that the results

potent inhibitory effect against HIV-1 at con- 
centrations that are clinically attainable in 
human beings.’’ They also reported a syner- 
gistic (multiplying) effectiveness of dextran 
sulfate when used together with either AZT or 
DDC. Other studies found that dextran and 
similar glucose sulfates had ‘‘potent’’ activity 
against all the major proteins produced by 
HIV. Philadelphia researcher Omar Bgasra 
had found that dextran ‘‘completely inhibited”’ 
both viral protein production and T-cell 
destruction in lab experiments. These results, 
although based entirely on laboratory work, 
were quite striking. 

So an unscheduled special session of the 
conference brought together a group of clini- 
cians from around the world to discuss the 
urgent need for large scale clinical trials on 
Dextran. So far, these have only occurred in 
SF, where SF General AIDS-Clinic deputy 
chief Don Abrams began a pioneering study 
last year. But his scientific trials have not yet 
been able to report more than initial (and 
satisfactory) tests of acceptable dose levels. 
The major problem with dextran is that no 
evidence yet shows that the drug can pass 
through the stomach undigested into the 
bloodstream. Thus, the remarkable results in 
test tube experiments may not occur again in 
human trials. 

Bernard Bihari of the State University of 
New York reported significant results testing 
naltrexone on 38 AIDS patients. Patients in the 
treatment group reported no opportunistic in- 
fections compared with a quarter of those un- 
treated in a three month placebo-controlied 


had not suggested effectiveness. There were no 
new clincial studies on the efficacy of 
Ribavirin, except for a rather dubious and ten- 
tative report from Budapest. After all the hype 
about Ribavirin in Washington last year, there 
was little interest in the drug from outside the 
US. However, one British hospital has an- 
nounced that it will conduct a very small trial 
to see if much larger doses than previously 
studied (1.8 grams/day) show any evidence of 
effectiveness. Fusidin (fusidic acid), another 
hopeful anti-viral agent, showed no efficacy in 
human trials, and has now been ruled out. 

Burroughs Wellcome dominated the first 
day of the conference by hosting a special inter- 
national ‘‘satellite symposium’’ on the use of 
AZT in HIV and AIDS treatment. The com- 
pany claimed dramatically improved short 
term survival rates in people taking Retrovir 
from the time of their diagnosis — 80 percent 
survival after one year, instead of 50 percent 
in untreated patients. Of 4,805 mostly Amer- 
ican patients given Retrovir after a bout of 
PCP in the ‘‘compassionate”’ drug release pro- 
gram, 73 percent had survived after 11 months 
of therapy. 

In a multi-center European/Australian 
ARC trial carried out between December 1986 
and October 1987, researchers had found pro- 
gression from ARC to AIDS ‘“‘significantly 
reduced’”’ by either Retrovir or a combination 
Retrovir and Acyclovir. Dr. David Cooper of 
the Sydney AIDS unit reported that the two 
treated ARC groups had shown T4 ceili counts 
raised by 50 to 150 percent after 12 weeks of 
therapy, and that the improvements were sus- 


tained after 24 weeks. 

The major development now with Retrovir 
is a large scale trial of asymptomatic HIV- 
positive people to see if Retrovir will prevent 
disease progression. Despite an announcement 
last June, these trials have only just begun. Re- 
sults were available, however, from a year long 
study in the Netherlands. Jeop Lange of Am- 
sterdam University reported that he had seen 
a ‘‘striking regression of lymph node swell- 
ings,’ and no progression to clinical AIDS 
amongst asymptomatic patients. Side effects 
of the treatment were said to be ‘‘mild, infre- 
quent and transient.”’ Most of the group show- 
ed a significant decline in the levels of HIV 
‘*p24’’ antigen, indicating that viral activity 
had been halted or curbed. Lange tentatively 
concluded that the ‘‘long term suppression of 
HIV was feasible.’” In common with many 
physicians, the Amsterdam team had aban- 
doned the traditional and debilitating 4 hour- 
ly dose regimen for Retrovir, substituting 6 or 
12 hourly doses instead. 

But the dangers of AZT/Retrovir lie in both 
the well-known and the undiscovered side ef- 
fects. Dr. David Barry, Burroughs Wellcome 
research VP, claimed at the conference that 
‘‘no new or unusual side effects were reported 
during long-term therapy.”’ 

This wasn’t true, according to conference 
presentations. Dr. Matthew Helbert, a British 
AIDS doctor, may have affected the stock 
market valuation of Wellcome when, biting 
hard on the hand that had paid his air fare, he 
placed heavy emphasis on new, debilitating 
and sometimes deadly side effects of Retrovir 
found with some of his AIDS patients. These 
were myopathy (muscle tissue degeneration), 
and ‘‘rebound”’ encephalitis, which occurred 
after Retrovir doses were reduced or stopped. 
Some mens’ muscles had degenerated 
dramatically after long-term use of Retrovir. 
Another group had rapidly developed 
encephalitis soon after being taken off the 
drug. 

Given BW’s duty to conduct post marketing 
surveillance, Dr. Helbert asked, why had the 
company not spotted and reported cases of the 
type now seen in Britain from among the 
thousands of people treated with Retrovir for 
a year or more in the United States. At first, 
senior Wellcome staff treated him to an am- 
ple dinner and tried to suggest that all the pa- 
tients concerned were secretly treating 
themselves with Imuthiol or Ribavirin — 
which, Helbert was assured, could be ‘‘scored”’ 
by AIDS patients on the streets of London as 
freely as cannabis or cocaine. 

The suggestion is complete nonsense. When 
Helbert’s superior, British AIDS expert Dr. 
Tony Pinching of St. Mary’s Hospital, Lon- 
don, backed up his view in a major discussion 
at the Stockholm conference -— commenting 
that ‘‘serious problems of toxicity are com- 
pounded by those of.dose reduction’? — 
Wellcome chiefs became agitated. A posse of 
US researchers was rounded up in the hope of 
countering Pinching’s views. 

Until news of this controversy got out, 
Wellcome shares, still buoyant on Retrovir’s 
prospects, had been rising consistently for the 
three weeks before and during the conference 
to reach their highest-ever post-crash level of 
(STG)5.59 early on Thursday. As the news 
from Stockholm got about, the price fell by 
22p, wiping (STG)180 million off the value of 
the company. 

Wellcome said that they would be review- 
ing past patient histories to check whether these 
newly highlighted side effects of AZT had oc- 
curred on the same scale in the US as in Bri- 
tain. The controversy over the trial results was 
a reminder that ihe big unknown about the 
value of Retrovir for treating symptomatic

In the longer term, the macs: interesting pro-

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target. Many companies are experimenting 
with new proteins and antibodies which will 
stick to some or ail of the virus’s gp120 pro- 
tein; or to some or all of the CD4 receptor on 
target human ceils. Either process, if it work- 
ed against all the different strains of HIV, 
would stop HIV from causing further disease, 
by preventing the virus binding. 

The second promising line of scientific 
development focused on the many biological 
regulators built into the HIV genetic ‘‘blue- 
print,’’ controlling its reproduction rate. The 
balance between these regulators governs how 
fast HIV reproduces and disease develops. In- 
terfere with them effectively, and it may be 
possible to switch off HIV inside infected cells. 

But although ihe regulators are being stud- 
ied, and the antibodies to stop HIV binding 
have been developed, human trials are far, far 
away. The firsi news of an effective trial of 
these methods is thought to be three to five 
years away, minimum. One NIH researcher 
commented that this was only to be expected 
once the easier discoveries in HIV research had 
been completed: ‘‘You can’t expect research 
to proceed at the same speed as it did in the first 
few years.”’ 

Meanwhile, as the pandemic increases, the 
compelling need is for large scale trials of all 
candidate drugs, probably in anti- 
viral/immune booster combinations. A domi- 
nant and recurring theme was that the more in- 
teresting drugs from a PWA perspective — the 
cheapest, least toxic and potentially most ef- 
ficacious — are generally the least interesting 
to the pharmaceutical companies, and vice 
versa. 

Professor Robin Weiss, a leading AIDS 
researcher and Director of the London In- 
stitute of Cancer Research summarized the 
progress in anti-}i1V therapy in cautious terms: 
‘Our antiviral ‘berapy is better than a year 
ago. AZT continues to have a role. Some 
chemotherapy gives results.”’ 


Gallo Enlarges Virus Portfolio 


The protocols of scientific politics demand- 
ed that equal prominence in starting the con- 
ference go to the ‘co-discoverers’ of HIV, Bob 
Gallo and Luc Montagnier. Gallo, who ap- 
pears to collect and display new (or imagined) 
virus species with the enthusiasm of an African 
animal hunter, described his latest specimen, 
HHV-6 or HBLV. This, he suggested, might 
be a major co-factor in the development of 
full-blown AIDS, after HIV infection. Cross- 
infection with HBLV could be facilitated by 
HIV-caused immune suppression. In turn, 
HBLV infecting already HIV-infected cells 
could switch on HIV to start reproducing itself. 
But Gallo’s suggestion did not send the con- 
ference buzzing; only his standing prevented 
it being dismissed as so-far unfounded 
speculation. 

Gallo’s co-workers have also identified 
tumor growth factors which he says are signifi- 
cant in the development of Kaposi’s sarcoma 
lesions. But further description of this growth 
factor — or any indication of how it might be 
countered — was withheld until publication of 
the new in Science later this year. 

The section on ‘‘clinical management”’ of 
AIDS received by far the largest number of 
contributions. These particularly reflected the 
growing importance of neurological disease 
and AIDS dementia (over 60 papers), and also 
the increasing problems of HIV infected 
children. Several studies reported alarming 
evidence, not previously sought, about the ear- 
ly effects of HIV infection on the brain. Each 
of two independent German studies found 
evidence of encephalitis (brain infection with 
HIV) in two thirds of asymptomatic HIV 
positive patients. The psychological effects 
found were limited to ‘‘frequent memory 
disturbances’? according to one study; another 
enlarged this to note that tasks requiring 
‘“‘memory span’’ or ‘‘speed of cognitive pro- 
cessing’’ were particularly impaired. 

A third German study found that a low 
T4/T8 ratio, or the appearance of p24 antigen 
in cerebrospinal fluid, was a likely indicator of 
early neurological disturbance. But understan- 


ding of the significance of HIV-caused 
neurological disease is where AIDS was several 
years ago. Until recently, only the worst effects 
— severe AIDS dementia — had been noted. 
Now that researchers are looking more close- 
ly, a whole spectrum of brain-related diseases 
paralleling immunological disorders has been 
found. The next step is to discover whether 
special treatments and protection for the brain 
and nervous system will be as important as the 
other means of fighting HIV infection. 


The Commercial Scene 


Many of the researchers who came to 
Stockholm could only do so because phar- 
maceutical companies were picking up the tab. 
With hotel beds often costing $180 a night, a 
bottle of beer $5, the city is an extremely ex- 
pensive place. A straw poll of some of those 
participating yielded a whole spectrum of ma- 
jor drug companies to whom they might be 
beholden — Glaxo, Astra, Lyphomed, Jensen, 


Wellcome, Hoffman LaRoche, Merieux, Du- 
Pont, etc. To those whose budgets were not 
underwritten by the pharmaceutical corpora- 
tions, the subsidies to others were at best an 
embarrassment, at worst clear evidence that 
much of the medical profession has been con- 
clusively bought off from challenging how the 
drugs companies do their business. 

Professor Robin Weiss does not travel on 
drug company cash. ‘‘It’s rather difficult to 
avoid a conflict of interest,’’ he said. ‘‘I frankly 
don’t understand how most of my colleagues 
do it.’’ Not only were most drug trials and 
research not funded by governments, but 
many doctors had consultancies from or 
shareholdings in the companies whose very 
products they were testing. 

The pharmaceutical industry’s well- 
established response to this criticism is that 
were it not for them, there would be few drugs 
or drugs trials originated in the public sector. 
This isn’t true, and it isn’t tried. Indeed, said 


Professor Weiss, ‘‘People are rushing off to 
private discoveries made on public funds. And 
if you’re doing that, it’s difficult to take a 
dispassionate view.’’ Many leading AIDS re- 
searchers — Dr. Gallo being a prominent ex- 
ample — have been trying to build up private 
research corporations based on their work for 
the government. However ethical and cons- 
cientious a reseacher is, it is usually difficult 
then to bite the hand that feeds him. ‘‘There 
is too much money around,”’ said Professor 
Weiss. ‘‘Our judgement is wholly colored by 
the stock market.”’ 

Said Cleve Jones, ‘‘On one side I am sur- 
rounded by salesmen with stethoscopes and 
white coats, and on the other side the charla- 
tans. It just accentuates my own feelings of 
powerlessness.’” 

The AIDS international science show recon- 
venes in Montreal next June, and in San Fran- 
cisco in June 1990. For better and for worse, 
a lot will have changed by then. 
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Shanti’s Secret Strategy: 


Damage Control or 


Public Education?

s San Francisco awaits the result of a 

Human Rights Commission investiga- 

tion into charges of sexual harassment, 
and racial sexual discrimination at Shanti Pro- 
ject, high level Shanti personnel, including Ex- 
ecutive Director Jim Geary, are alleged to have 
hired.a public relations firm to assist them in 
defusing the controversy surrounding the 
agency, which they hope will minimize the ef- 
fect of the HRC report when it’s released. 

‘‘The board of directors decided that it 
might be a good idea to hire a major, full range 
public relations agency such as the type that 
deals with oil spills, at least as far as to offer 
suggestions as to how we should proceed,”’ 
declared Geary in late May, according to an 
upper echelon Shanti staffer. The individual 
did not wish to be identified for fear of 
termination. 

Coming Up! has obtained documents from 
two San Francisco-based public relations firms 
that detail a suggested ‘‘short and long-range 
media relations/image building game-plan,”’ 
as well as a copy of the check made in payment 
allegedly to contract one of the firms. The two 
firms involved are Susan Robbins, an indepen- 
dent media consultant, and Zinkhon Com- 
munications. Both companies have submitted 
proposals of strategies designed to improve 
Shanti’s image and undermine criticism of 
Geary. Shanti has made one $250 payment to 
Robbins, but negotiations with Zinkhon were 
closed with no contract approved. 

Robbins urges a covert letter writing cam- 
paign to the press and local politicians by pro- 
minent Shanti clients and volunteers that 
would appear spontaneous but would actually 
be under the direction of Shanti. She also 
recommends that Geary adopt a ‘‘very low 
profile, both internally and externally.’’ In ad- 
dition, ‘‘the media should be discouraged from 
further coverage until the HRC report is made 
public.’’ Zinkhon proposes an upfront media 
blitz of pro-Shanti speakers on TV and other 
media. 

The exploration of a public relations cam- 
paign is in response to newspaper and TV 
reports detailing accusations against Geary of 
nepotism, sexual harassment, unfair labor 
practices, sexual and racial discrimination (see 
** “Open Your Heart & Cover Your Ass:’ Life 
Inside Shanti,’? Coming Up!, June 1988). 
Some ex-Shanti staffers and volunteers also re- 
count the creation of a cult of personality 
around Geary’s leadership of Shanti Project. 

Geary’s original response to critical press 
coverage was dismissive. At an April Shanti 
board meeting attended by Coming Up’, he 
discussed unfavorable stories appearing in the 
zay press and argued that the way to deal with 
-he issue was to change the public perception 
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of Shanti, not management policies at the pro- 
ject. At the end of June, Geary refused to 
return repeated Coming Up! phone calls, say- 
ing to Eric Shifler, Shanti executive secretary, 
‘*Tell (Coming Up!) 1 refuse to speak to 
(them).”’ 

Coming Up! has a copy of Robbins’ $250 
check sent out on June 17 for her first report. 
In her original invoice she suggests ‘‘Shanti 
should plan on setting aside $1,500 to develop 
the (media) plan.’’ (Robbins has experience 
representing the American Cancer Society and 
several other non-profit and corporate clients.) 

The memo, addressed to Geary, board 
member Sam Mills, and public education of- 
ficer Holly Smith, stresses ‘‘discretion.’’ The 
memo’s head is marked ‘‘confidential.’’ 

One Shanti source close to the board may 
be a good indication just how tight the ‘‘discre- 
tion”’ was. S/he was under the firm impression 
Shanti had dropped plans to use a media firm 
because ‘‘a lot of people feel a public relations 
firm, you know, does a lot of hype... It was 
felt that was not an appropriate response at the 
time.”’ 

Hype or not, Robbins’ check was signed by 


‘Jess Randall, finance director and Geary’s 


lover; Beverly Flynn, assistant finance direc- 
tor; and invoiced with Geary’s signature. 

When contacted by Coming Up!, Robbins 
denied any contract with Shanti beyond the in- 
itial work and added any further contracts ‘‘are 
not up to me.’” 

In their P.R. proposal to Shanti, Zinkhon 
Communications suggested an aggressive 
‘*speakers bureau’’ to travel ‘‘the local talk 
show circuit to discuss their positive experience 
with Shanti,”’ as a way of diverting attention 
away from the ‘‘petty debate”’ of ‘‘personal 
and personality issues’ linked to the HRC 
investigation. 

The Zinkhon campaign’s estimated cost was 
$4,000 a month, or $3,000 a month for a six- 
month program. The document was also per- 
sonally addressed to Geary. Bob Zinkhon told 
Coming Up!, ‘‘We talked to these people 
(Shanti) and discussed a possible campaign. 
They told us they are not going to be doing 
anything about it. That’s all I know about it.’’ 

When informed of the proposed Shanti 
P.R. campaign, Dr. David Werdegar, Direc- 
tor of the San Francisco Department of Public 
Health, expressed surprise, but said he would 
not allow a letter writing campaign or other 


_ media relations effort influence his decisions 


about Shanti but would make those based on 
the final HRC presentation. 

Werdegar emphasized the importance of the 
services Shanti provides and he praised the 


_ Organization’s efforts in assisting people with 


AIDS. However, he made a clear distinction 
between the organization and criticism of the 
executive director. ‘‘I would not want to see 


| the two issues so entwined that you could lose

an organization doing something worth- 
while... if there were some problems in its ex- 
ecutive office. I hope I make myself clear.’’ 

Besides the solicitation of public relations 
agencies, Shanti’s response to the Health Com- 
mission’s decision to only fund it through 
September is the creation of a five member in- 
ternal ‘‘independent review committee.’’ The 
committee is chaired by Doug Holloway, a 
newly elected board member and senior vice 
president with Wells Fargo company. The 
committee was formed at the beginning of 
June, but has yet to schedule a hearing or in- 
itial meeting. 

July first also marks the start of a new 
$74,000 annual salary sanctioned by the board 
of directors for Geary. The pay hike represents 
a 44 percent increase over his previous salary. 


Covert Activities 


One junior manager at the Project angrily 
denounced even solicitation of PR firms as 
‘‘professional skullduggery.”’ 

S/he argues the whole affair reeks of con- 
flict of interest, because in essence Shanti is 
paying for Jim Geary’s personal media cam- 
paign. ‘“‘Every chance he gets, whether it’s 
memo or a letter or a personal statement, he 
links Shanti Project together (with himself) in 
order to try and take away the onus of him be- 
ing personally attacked, but look at everything 


that is being done. It’s not Shanti Project that 


is being attacked. It’s him.’’ 

Robbins’ own straightforward analysis of 
the situation concurs with most of the critics 
in stating that, ‘‘The primary target appears to 
be the personal and professional integrity of 
Shanti’s founder (sic) Jim Geary.’’ Opponents 
of Geary are described as being motivated by 
‘‘jealousy, misplaced anger, misinformation, 
self righteous zeal and_ unrealistic 
expectations.”’ 

The result, Robbins’ report says, is a situa- 
tion where ‘‘guilt by association has created an 
atmosphere of doubt about the Shanti project 
and placed its future in jeopardy. While there 
may be some truth to the charges, the manner 


in which they have been presented to the public 
is very damaging... the situation appears to me 
to be very complex and volatile.’’ 

Robbins details an organization in difficult 
straits, as a result of what she called, ‘‘allega- 
tions made by a semi-anonymous group of 
employees and former employees.’’ The result, 
writes Robbins, is that the city is ‘‘withholding 
a final decision on funding, donations have 
fallen off, volunteerism is lagging and in 
general the reputation of the Shanti Project has 
been tarnished.’’ 

To rectify the damage, Robbins suggests a 
campaign to sway public opinion toward Shan- 
ti Project, without publicizing the fact that 
Shanti would be directing the campaign. She 
says Shanti should identify ‘‘a respected PWA 
and have that person write a letter on his own 
stationary asking fellow clients to write letters 
of support for Shanti Project to the editors...’’ 
Robbins told Shanti to give the letterwriters 
“factual information’’ to rebut press reports. 
She also advocated a similar campaign be 
directed at the Mayor and state assembly 
members and senators. 

Robbins emphasizes that Shanti itself must 
Stay out of sight, ‘‘It should not be construed 
in any way that these letters were solicited, en- 
couraged, or required by Jim Geary or any 
members of his staff, but rather are a direct 
result from people volunteering and being serv- 
ed by the Shanti Project.” 

For Geary, Robbins recommends, ‘‘He 
needs to conduct himself in a very circumspect, 
forthright and professional manner.”’ That 
means never talking to the press except where 
““deemed necessary by a consensus of the 
board and legal counsel.’? Robbins recom- 
mends that the majority of ‘‘whatever 
statements or memos (are) required to main- 
tain a flow of factual information’? come 
directly from the board. 

In the detailed and thorough letter Robbins 
also recommends that Shanti try to ‘‘mend 
fences with those people working for Shanti 
who have expressed criticism,’’ in an effort to 
“gain their input'and hopefully foster greater 
loyalty and commitment to Shanti Project 
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goals and objectives.”’ 

It is unclear whether or not Geary has moved 
on any of Robbins suggestions yet. 

The official response of Shanti to the stories 
appearing in the media has come in the form 
of two memos. Neither directly addresses the 
issues discussed in the last issue of Coming 
Up!. The first and most detailed letter went out 
to volunteers, staff and friends of Shanti and 
some media outlets. The letter is signed by 
board Chair Carol Tocher and takes issue with 
many of the charges leveled at Geary and 
allegations that the real power behind the 
board is Geary himself. 

On June 9 Tocher’s letter was followed by 
a short internal memo from Geary flatly 
dismissing all charges against him as ‘‘without 
foundation.”’ 

Sources at Shanti say that Geary still re- 
mains determined to stay on as executive direc- 
tor of the Shanti Project. He is reported to 
have stated, ‘“Those people who think I am go- 
ing to turn the agency over to this kind of 
rumor are going to be quite surprised. I’m in 
it for the full run.”’ 

One critic at Shanti close to Geary said, ‘‘He 
is living in such a land of denial. (It is) like all 
true denial, when it is so obvious to everyone 
around, and not the person involved. It’s 
frightening. It’s the old thing of Nixon, ‘I 
didn’t do anything wrong.’ Jim has said the 
same words over and over.’’ 


Holloway said one reason he agreed to chair 
the committee is to fully investigate issues that 
are raised ‘‘frequently and inaccurately in the 
press.’’ He charged, ‘‘The press is condemn- 
ing Shanti without any basis in the facts.’’ 
When Holloway was interviewed he had not 
seen the June issue of Coming Up!. After 
receiving a copy of the article he declined to 
comment on either the story or the issues 
raised. 

The review committee will be ‘‘fair and com- 
petent,’’ declared Fulton, ‘‘If the allegations 
are substantiated, the board would have no 
problem in taking whatever action is 
necessary.’’ Fulton took exception to the board 
being described as a rubber stamp for Geary. 
‘I’m the biggest troublemaker on the board, 
so if I’m saying it, that should mean 
something.’ 

One anonymous junior manager at Shanti 
retorted, ‘The special committee hasn’t done 
anything. Come on, this is the Shanti board. 
They can’t do anything they are not instructed 
to.’’ An incident lending weight to that criti- 
que happened when Geary critic Shelly Fer- 
nandez was removed from the board on May 
22. She said at one point the board asked 
Geary to leave the room. Geary did so only 
reluctantly, exclaiming angrily as he left, ‘‘I 
know everything that goes on in executive ses- 
sion right after it anyway.” 


The Price of the Press 


There can be little doubt that events over the 
past few months have had a detrimental im- 
pact on Shanti Project. The Health Commis- 
sion’s decision was an unwelcome surprise no 
matter how brave a face the organization puts 
on. Donation cards are being returned blank, 
or in some cases, say Shanti insiders, with 
reduced donations, messages expressing con- 
cern about developments at Shanti. 

Total donations are down noticeably, accor- 
ding to finance director Jess Randall, at the 
April and May board meetings attended by 
Coming Up!. One manager stated donations 
are down to the level of four years ago. This 
could be due to either concern over issues at 
Shanti, the loss of Bea Roman as development 
director, or a general leveling off of donations 
that is afflicting all AIDS organizations in the 
city at the moment. 

The latest practical support training group 
has far fewer individuals enrolled — Shanti let- 
ters describing total volunteer hours worked 
notwithstanding. June is a slow month said 
one Shanti manager, but usually there are bet- 
ween 30 to 60 people per training. This time 
the figure is closer to 20. 

According to an anonymous straw poll con- 
ducted at Shanti by Coming Up!, the mood is 
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mixed. Coming Up! called Shanti employees 
who work for various divisions of the project, 
not just those at Shanti headquarters. Roughly 
half of those contacted declined to comment 
or did not return telephone calls. 

Of those willing to talk, some described the 
mood as ‘‘withdrawn”’ and worried, uncom- 
municative; others said they are busy just try- 
ing to get on with the work of Shanti, but do 
discuss the controversy, and still others ex- 
pressed anger at press coverage, and say 
coverage has been out of proportion to reali- 
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ty. Hostility to press coverage of the project 
was marked by a rallying around the project 
and Geary. 

‘There isn’t a lot of laughter down there,”’ 
said one manager at 575 Howard Street. She 
said the only information staff ever get about 
Shanti is through the press. Another added 
some people are concerned about the agency’s 
financial stability and their livelihood. One 
Shanti employee commented, ‘‘the combina- 
tion of past events handled sloppily (by 
management) plus the current situation is like 
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| a match applied to dry grass.”’ Still, the 
| employee hastened to comment she has fre- 
| quent disagreements with managers, ‘“‘I real- 
| ly don’t believe I will be fired for being a vocal 
| person.”’ 

“‘1’m committed to the work. No one is there 
committing themselves to Jim. If that exists, 
I’m nota part of it.’’ That staff member add- 

_ ed an opinion critical of the press. The articles 
made Shanti employees out to be mindless 
followers; s/he said, ‘‘We are not dumb peo-

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Pacific Center Saved by United Way: 


Recruits New Board

66 e are not yet out of the woods 
yet,’’ says Philip Tsui, the Paci- 


fic Center’s executive director. 
‘‘Far from it. We are limping along, but I have 
faith that we will survive, and given a little 
more time, may actually flourish — but, let’s 
count it one month at a time.”’ 

Two months ago, the Pacific Center and the 
AIDS Project of the East Bay (APEB) were in 
the midst of a financial crises that threatened 
their very existence (see Coming Up! May ’88). 
Now it looks like they are here to stay. The 
Pacific Center has a new budget, a new execu- 
tive director, is recruiting a new board, and 
hopefully, has a new lease on life. 

Optimism about the fate of the organization 
is tempered with an awareness of tough times 
ahead. The budget for the next fiscal year is ap- 
proximately $408,000, half that of fiscal year 
1988. ‘‘It’s a very, very tight budget,’’ declared 
Tsui, ‘‘We are able to meet our minimal ex- 
penses for now.”’ 

The next year will be lean for the Center’s 
staff. No increases in pay or cost of living 
allowances are planned. Tsui will double as 
clinical director of the agency’s mental health 
program. Staff hirings are limited and will em- 
phasize contract staff instead of regular hirings 
to cut costs — contract staff are not paid fringe 
benefits. Everything is getting cut to the bone. 
Tsui commented, ‘‘I don’t know if we can op- 
erate on this level but we sure will have to try.’’ 

Charlie Soule, Pacific Center board mem- 
ber, described Tsui’s budget plan as very pru- 
dent and conservative, ‘‘There is no money in 
that budget that isn’t either guaranteed to us 
or can’t reasonably be expected on the basis of 
past levels of giving.”’ 

Staff, volunteers, Alameda County health 
officials, health care workers, AIDS activists, 
PWA, PWARCs and their loved ones have all 
pulled tegether to rescue the Pacific Center and 
the AIDS Project of the East Bay. ‘‘One can- 
not imagine the vastness of the contribution of 
the community,” stated Larry Saxxon, county 
auditor of the Center during the crises in April. 


United Way to the Rescue 

Lynne Murphy, a United Way agency rela- 
tions associate assigned to the Pacific Center, 
says the organization must provide its parent 
with monthly financial reports and detailed in- 
depth reports on progress toward recommen- 
dations made by the emergency team sent in 
by United Way. 

The Pacific Center is currently recruiting 
board members and undergoing a reorganiza- 
tion under the careful eye of the United Way. 
The United Way also mandated the Center to 
maintain better control over budget expen- 
ditures, create clearer internal communications 
and determine firm delineations of respon- 
sibility inside the agency. Feelings still run 
highest around the board. 

‘Clearly, you can’t empty the board,’’ 
remarked Saxxon. On the other hand, he 
warned, ‘‘What they need is aggressive fun- 
draisers to sponsor fund raising. If not, you 
must ask what they are here for.’’ 

When Tsui was hired at the Center in 
March, criticism of the board was so severe he 
took a leave of absence. Tsui made the replace- 
ment of the board a condition for his return. 

Two new members are sitting on the board: 
Felix Smith, a long-time volunteer who has 
close ties with the East Bay lesbian/gay com- 
munity, and Vance Yoshida. Garcia says 

, Yoshida has several years of management ex- 
_ perience in the private sector. 

The board is interviewing three candidates 
in early July and promises to recruit two every 
month until a full board of 15 is in place. Gar- 
cia, current co-chair of the board development 


committee, says he is committed to finding six 
to nine new board members by the time his 
term expires in September. Garcia stated em- 
phatically that he has no intention of seeking 
re-election. 

The Center is searching, says Soule, 
‘‘specifically for additional mental health pro- 
fessionals, legal professionals, and certainly 
more people with business experience.”’ 

‘*It’s been a very rough two months for the 
whole agency,’’ explained Soule, ‘‘It’s my im- 
pression that basically things are righting 


| themselves. We are no longer in fiscal crises; 
we are slowly returning to solvency.’’ 


AIDS Project East Bay and 
Alameda County: Shotgun Marriage 
The APEB is now almost exclusively fulfid- 
ed by Alameda county — with the exception 
of the HIV and AIDS Mental Health Pro- 


_ grams directed and financed by the Center — 
| which are alive and well not extinct as stated 
_ by Coming Up! in May. Alameda county took 
__ over where the Pacific Center had to leave off, 


and hired most of APEB staff on personal ser- 


' vice contracts when the county accepted 


responsibility for APEB. However, the 
transfer left the agency without an executive 


_ director, or a director of client services. 


At first, the return of $298,000 of contracts 
to the county threatened the APEB’s fiscal in- 
tregity whose primary funding comes largely 
from the AIDS Education and Client Services 


_ contracts. The danger was due to the loss of 


matching funding from the Center when the 


services reverted to the county. 


The county has tried to make up some of the 


_ difference with an increased contribution of 
_ $317,000, approximately $20,000 more than 


this year. The county says it will maintain both 
the AIDS Education and Client services con- 
tracts into the next fiscal year, but the real hope 
of both the county and employees of the APEB 


_ is that AIDS Project will be incorporated in- 
| to a county and state funded AIDS Service 
_ Agency for Alameda County, (see sidebar). 


Don Pharaoh, of the East Bay AIDS 
response Organization (EBARO), says the 
county has completely changed it’s tune over 


| the past two months. He said the sudden 


cooperativeness of Alemda’s Health Care Ser- 


| vices agency is an ‘‘amazing development.’’ 


| Dave Kears, director of the Alameda Health 
_ Care Services Agency, disputes he has had any 


sudden change of heart scenario, but there is 


_ no doubt he is more visible than ever before, 


say EBARO activists. 
Kears is now committed to providing an 
emergency stopgap of $10,000 for certian 


_ APEB programs formerly funded by the 


Center. That money is used to maintain the 
taxi voucher system for PWAS and keep a 


| food voucher system going. (The Pacific 


Center still maintains the food bank.) In 
August, Kears has promised to write a letter 
to the Board of Supervisors requesting a coun- 


_ ty commitment to maintain those services. 


Despite the county assistance, AIDS client 
services at the APEB are down to two full time 
employees, three vacant positions, and a lot of 
frustration. ‘The clients are being served, and 
the work is being done, but the stress level of 
the employees is immense,”’ said Bettye Travis, 
a client advocate at the project. 

The APEB does have new offices, but the 


| identity of the agency in residence is at best 


unclear, ‘‘We are still in a gray area. We don’t 
have an organization.

ple being led around by a Jim Jones.”’ 

In contrast, another speaker answering the 
phone call commented, ‘‘To give you (Com- 
ing Up!) an idea of the level of fear here, I am 
wondering if you (Coming Up!) are really who 
you say you are.”’ 

“‘The staff is becoming very demoralized,”’

Waiting for Norman: The 
Human Rights Commission Report 


Robert Smith, secretary to the Health Com- 
mission, stated everyone is battening down the 
hatches until the HRC Report is out. He 
echoed what was said by virtually everyone 
Coming Up! contacted. At the Healta Com- 
mission, only Dr. Phillip Lee, president, 
agreed to comment but only to explain that the 
commissions’ decision to fund Shanti only 
through September was an attempt to be even- 
handed. He didn’t want to pre-empt the HRC 
report by fully funding Shanti for the year, but 
he did not want to punish Shanti if the in- 
vestigation concludes Shanti has done nothing 
wrong. 

Over at 101 Grove, Director of Public 
Health Dr. Werdegar said he did not want to 
make any decision based on hearsay: ‘‘When 
We are supplied with Norm’s (Nickens) report 


the commissioners and I will know how to pro- 
ceed.’’ He noted the DPH funds provide about 
one third of Shanti’s funds, ‘‘and we would 
want city funds to be spent in a way that is con- 
sistent with the common weal.’’ 

The DPH isn’t the only group waiting for 
Norm Nickens, HRC investigator, to report. 
The Health Commission is waiting for the 
HRC’s final conclusions. Ex-Shanti employees 
are waiting for the complete draft. Current 
Shanti employees on all sides of the issues, 
want to know what is in it. A whole barrage 
of lawyers representing half a dozen Shanti 
employees eagerly await it. Jon Salazzar, 
Shanti’s official legal representative, certain- 
ly wants to see the final distillation of three 
months of Nickens’ effort. 

As everyone waits for the HRC report, 
Coming Up! has started to hear words men- 
tioned like ‘‘jurisdictional limits,’’ and ‘‘lines 
of responsibility.’’ Critics of Geary may end 
up with substantially less than they hope for 
from the investigation. 

One upper echelon critic of Geary at Shan- 
ti crystallized what has so far only been 
whispered. ‘‘No other program offers the same 
conglomerate of services to the PWA com- 
munity at the price that the city is able to quote 
unqoute get it from Shanti.” 

(No one working for Shanti that Coming 
Up! contacted was willing to make any 
statements for attribution for fear of retalia- 
tion. A memo dated April 21, 1988 from per- 
sonnel director Tim Teeter warned that 
employees who supply ‘‘confidential informa- 
tion’’ about Shanti to the press may face ‘‘im- 
‘mediate termination.’’ Other internal memos 
emphasize that a// media contacts be directec:

ting of an historically unprecedented amount of 
power to the police. The police are now allowed 
to arrest people they merely suspect are thinking 
about committing a crime, and can keep suspects 
in jail for up to ten days without access to a lawyer 
ora telephone call. 

The passing of Clause 2& this year has already 
led to an increase in arrests of lesbians and gay 
men. During a speech given by a visiting Robin 
Tyler in January’s London demonstration against 
the Clause, the police surrounded the park in 
which the rally was being held and arrested peo- 
ple as they left the area. The racism of the large- 
ly white police force meant that lesbians and gay 
men of color were particularly singled out for 
harassment and arrest. There has been, in addi- 
tion, a rise in the number of violent attacks com- 
mitted against lesbians and gays and the places 
they frequent. The social sanctioning of this 
violence against lesbians and gay men is typified 
by the permission granted by the police to the Na- 


tional Front (Britain’s equivalent to the Ku Klux 
Klan) to march in London on the same day as the 
Lesbian Strength Parade in June this year. 

There have been demonstrations in this coun- 
try in Boston, New York, Washington, and 
Chicago against Clause 28. The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force is calling for our solidarity 
with our lesbian sisters and gay brothers in their 
fight for their rights in Britain. We can do this by: 

a) sending money and letters of support to 
O.L.G.A. (Organization of Lesbian and Gay Ac- 
tion), Room 221, 38 Mt. Pleasant, London, 
WCIA AOP, 

b)writing letters of protest to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, 10 Downing St., London 
SW1 and to the Leader of the Opposition Neil 
Kinnock, Houses of Parliament, London SW1, 
Great Britain, 

c) organizing a demonstration at the British 
Consulate in San Francisco, 

d)sending letters of protest to the British Con- 
sulate in San Francisco. 

Britain and the United States have an extremely 
close social and economic relationship. It is im- 
portant that we do not forget our sisters and 


brothers while we are also fighting for our civil 
rights in this age of AIDS hysteria.

the Delta that flows into the Bay. A safety valve 
was left open, thereby permitting a broken 
drainage pipe to drain the unrefined oil into a 
nearby marsh, then into the creeks that emptied 
into the Delta. 

] was part of an emergency response crew 
which attempted to stop and ‘‘clean up’’ the crude 
oil on the Martinez Shoreline in Martinez, 
California. This Shell oil spill, which dumped ap- 
proximately 300,000 gallons of crude oil, coated 
the Payton slough near Carquinez with up to a 
foot of crude oil, and coated the Martinez 
Regional Shoreline with several inches. 

When scientists speak of the effects of a layer 
of oil on water, they speak in terms of millimeters 
necessary to interrupt or destroy the food chain. 
In the Delta this means killing the phytoplankton, 
the base of the food chain for many organisms. 
Animals that cannot escape, such as barnacles, 
hydroids, mussels, and sponges, are obliterated 
by the dark cloud. A duck who swims through 
a light sheen will collect enough to destroy the 
ability of the bird’s feathers to trap air that keeps 
it afloat. One of my co-workers saw a duck run 
from the shore to the ‘‘safety’’ of the water; it 
swam a few feet out, sinking slowly, drowning 
in what was once its haven. 

If you have never witnessed the horror of this 
toxic (carcinogenic) tar-like substance inundating 
a marsh and its shoreline, my best description of 
the scene would be that of one with the doom of 
a nuclear winter. Hundreds of workers, dressed 
in protective suits head:to toe, shoveled the oil 
from the water into bags. I found many a bird, 
large and small, soaked in oil with only a yellow 


eye presenting a beacon of life. At one point a. 


fellow worker approached me holding a pool of 
black oil on a plastic bag cupped in her hand; it 
took several seconds before I could delineate the 
shadowy outline of a baby mallard duck, which 
had drowned in the oil. 

I am sharing this experience with you because 
I also would not have been so impacted if it were 
not for my work. I, too, would be far away from 
this, in the city, or country, where it is a news 
story among the many which demand our atten- 
tion, such as the arms race, or the war against 
Nicaragua. The media, especially the mainstream 
media, was very responsible with its coverage of 
the disaster, yet, in our isolation from our en- 
vironment you cannot smell the pungent bite of 
the oil or see its black band of death. 

I urge all, when next confronted by a disaster 
to our environment, to visit the site when they can 
do so. We should all witness this horror to unders- 
tand the incredible threat that exists to our en- 
vironment. Go look for yourself when the next 
spill occurs. Don’t forget the tragedies, be it the 
Shell oil spill, or the plan to drill oil off the Men- 
docino and Humboldt Coasts. The Mendocino 
and Humboldt County Coastline is under attack 
from the Interior Secretary Donald Hodel’s off- 
shore drilling plans. These portions of the 
California Coast are one of the few stretches of 
pristine coastline remaining in the continental 
United States. 

Where there are oil facilities, an oil spill wil! 
happen at some time. It is imperative that this 
disaster never happen again, particularly on the 
Mendocino and Humboldt County Coastline. 
The only way to ensure it is to ban all points of 
entry such as oil platforms and tankers. There are 
many environmental groups you can contact in 
order to plug in with letters or actions. 

I urge you to fight to protect our natural 


ecosystems.

Test LaRouche for AIDS?

House doesn’t want to pay for it.’’ Then her 
hands trembled a bit, as she shifted her light 
weight from one skinny leg to another. 

I went on to say, ‘‘If you are so concerned 
about AIDS, you might consider going to one of 
the many confidential testing locations in our 
county. You really should know if you are 
spreading AIDS. I do have AIDS and now that 
I know it I am very busy helping others to cope 
with this illness.’’ 

Her face became even more pale. I asked her, 
‘“‘Would you have me locked up?”’ 

‘‘Well, no, like Paul Gann, you must have 

caught it from a blood transfusion. It’s only the 
whores and drug addicts we think should be 
quarantined. You know, people spreading it all 
over.”’ 
. I did not bother to shatter her stereotype of gay 
men by telling her I was one. I could tell she was 
already on the verge of wetting her pants in a 
panic. Most of her basic belief systems were be- 
ing effectively challenged. 


I politely asked her for a piece of paper, and 
left my name and the titles of my two most re- 
cent books: Epidemic of Courage: Facing AIDS 
in America (St. Martin’s Press, 1986), and Notes 
On Living Until We Say Goodbye: A Personal 
Guide (St. Martin’s Press, 1988), with instructions 
as to where to obtain these works. I closed the 
conversation with, ‘‘Let your people know that 
I am here, among the community, helping, 
teaching and living.’’ This was one LaRouchette 
who had met her match — she was clearly relieved 
to see me get on my bike and peddle away. 

I want to know now, are all LaRouche sup- 
porters refusing to utilize Koop’s measures of 
voluntary testing? Do they require a Nazi-type 
governmental demand before they are tested for 
AIDS? Has LaRouche been tested for AIDS? Or 
does he need to only impose that test on others, 
and only take it himself if forced to do so by a 
higher authority?

A Statement from the Shanti Board 
Recently, Shanti Project and its Executive 
Director have been targets of a great deal of 
criticism. Many of those who criticize remain 
anonymous. Some of the press have condemn- 
ed Shanti Project and the actions of its Exeuctive 
Director with little consideration for the facts. 
Much of what has been reported has been inac- 
curate. Many statements have been misleading; 
others containing some element of truth have 
been taken out of context. We feel it would be 
tragic if people with AIDS and their loved ones 
were denied access to Shanti services because of 


the negative press coverage currently surrounding. 


the Project. 

Shanti Project is cooperating with the Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) to determine the 
validity of these charges. Shanti Project remains 
committed to this process and the correction of 
anything which is found deficient. The formal in- 
vestigation began on March 30, 1988 and will end 
with the final report in early August; you will be 
informed of the findings at that time. 

In early April, statements were raised question- 
ing the integrity of Shanti Project’s fiscal manage- 
ment of restricted grant contributions. The Board 
of Directors responded to these allegations by 
meeting with the independent auditing firm of 
Van Keulen and Lumer. The audit confirmed that 
there was no basis of truth in these allegations. 

There have also been some confusing and er- 
roneous reports about the financial stability of 
Shanti Project. Despite numerous budget cuts in 
other health care areas, the Health Commission 
renewed Shanti Project’s contract for fiscal year 
1988-1989 at its current 1987-88 level of $1.2 
million. The Health Commission approved fund- 
ing for the first three months of the coming fiscal 
year and will act on the remainder of this funding 
upon completion of the HRC report. The Board 
of Directors assures you that Shanti Project is in 
a sound financial position entering fiscal year 
88-89. 

Currently there is a rumor that Shanti Project 
is experiencing a drop in volunteerism. This is not 
true. The more than 700 Shanti Project volunteers 
continue to provide more hours to clients than 
was originally projected. 

We are, however, concerned about the long- 
term impact of negative press on our volunteers, 
and we continue to be concerned about the com- 
munity’s ability to generate enough volunteers to 
meet future demand. 

There have also been inaccurate statements 
about the make-up of our staff, clients and board. 
In our fourteen year history, Shanti Project has 
grown from a staff of one to a staff of sixty- 
seven. Of our current employees, 45% are women 
and 30% represent ethnic minorities. Women and 
ethnic minorities currently utilize all Shanti ser- 
vices in significant numbers. 

Other concerns have centered around Shanti’s 
Board. Shanti Project is governed by a Board of 
Directors comprised of 13 members who serve in 
a volunteer capacity for a three-year term. It is 
the responsiblity of the Board to set policy and 
ensure the financial integrity of the Project. Each 
Director is aware of his/her fiduciary respon- 
sibility to protect the assets of Shanti Project. The 
Board is responsible for all Programs within the

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Project and delegates responsiblity to the Ex- 
ecutive Director who, in turn, implements their 
directives and is accountable to the Board of 
Directors. The Board of Directors evaluates the 
Executive Director annually. The Executive 
Director attends Board meetings at the invitation 
of the Board and has no voting privileges. 

Because of the serious nature of the allegations 
brought against the Project and the Executive 
Director, the Board of Directors has formed its 
own independent review committee. This review 
process is occurring simultaneously during the 
HRC investigation. Issues that will be reviewed 
by the Board of Directors will be charges of sex- 
ual harassment, nepotism, discrimination and in- 
ternal systems and communications. The Chair 
of this committee is Douglas Holloway, Senior 
Vice President and Chief Credit Examiner with 
Wells Fargo and Company. Other members are 
Gayling Gee, R.N., Director of Outpatient Nur- 
sing at San Francisco General Hospital; John 
Fulton, Regional Sales Director for CALPAC, 
Inc.; Lynn Clark, Law Firm Accountant, former 
Board member of Junior League; Reggie 
Williams, person with ARC, Associate Chief 
Technologist, Department of Radiology, UCSF 
and Chair of the Board of Directors of Black and 
White Men Together, SF. 

As the Board of Directors of Shanti Project, 
we appreciate the support of all our volunteers, 
clients and friends. We acknowledge how difficult 
this period is for all of us. We want to assure the 
San Francisco community of our dedication to 
quality direct services for people with AIDS and 
their loved ones. Shanti Project needs your con- 
tinued support, now, more than ever.

An Axe To Grind? 

I am writing in response to the article publish- 
ed recently in your newspaper regarding Shanti 
Project and most especially, Jim Geary, the Ex- 
ecutive Director. There is so much untruth and 
fictionalized reporting in these articles that were 
it not so hurtful to the people that Shanti serves 
and to the continuing sense of integrity and pur- 
pose that pervades the environment here at Shanti 
that (in spite of these childish and vicious attacks), 
that I might be able to laugh and consider it just 
another strange and unreal episode in this horri- 
ble AIDS epidemic. 

There is always room for improvement in any 


organization and probably in an organization like 
Shanti Project, that has grown so quickly in the 
past year and a half, there is revision that is 
necessary. The staff at Shanti is now addressing 
management directly with their concerns and the 
management is listening. There has been every in- 


dication from the Administration that these 


meetings are encouraged and that they have a ge- 
nuine desire to make the needed changes as ad- 
dressed by the staff. 

And there are always people who want to tear 


. down successful, high-profile people and 


organizations. Sometimes it’s disgruntled 
employees, or ex-employees, or others somehow 
involved, that have a self-righteous desire to 
engage in revengeful actions in order to “‘get 
even.’’ In this case, perhaps a little of it is true, 
I really don’t know. However, many of the things 
that have been written about Jim Geary and 
Shanti Project are so blatantly ridiculous and 
even vicious, that even an ounce of credibility has 
been lost for me. I’ve been around lots and lots 
of organizations and corporations, some profit 
and some non-profit. In my nine months at Shan- 
ti, as Director of Video Production, I’ve work- 
ed with Jim Geary and others in the Administra- 
tion as well as most members of the remarkable, 
hard-working and deeply caring staff. I have 
found Jim Geary to be a man of high integrity 
with a sense of responsibility for his position, 
highly compassionate and sensitive. I’ve attend- 
ed full staff meetings where the floor was open 
for anyone to say anything they needed to say to 
Jim and to anyone else in the room. (I’ve never 
known any other organization to hold such open- 
forum staff meetings for employees where 70 
people sit in a room for four hours, are given an 
opportunity to speak — and do so — and are pro- 
vided lunch besides.) 

I would remind you to consider the people we 
serve and with whom we work, offering so much 
that is needed in this agonized community — a 
community living in a war zone, where the enemy 
is silent and creeping and all pervasive. Jim Geary 
says that in this heart, he knows he has done 
nothing wrong. I believe him. Smear tactics 
against him, unchecked and biased, can cause. 
some people, perhaps not quite as strong or 
forgiving or worldly wise as others, to stay away 
from Shanti, to withhold their help and energy 
and good will and to pass along the virulent 
rumors that you print as truths. 

I would suggest that you check your facts more 
carefully and that some of the people you have 
quoted in your stories and that I have personal- 
ly met, may have an axe to grind and are using 
Shanti and you, and the Gay/Lesbian communi- 
ty, for their personal platform to create dishar- 
mony and to gain recognition for themselves.

The Bureaucratization of an Empire _ 


The current brouhaha concerning the Shanti 
organization, Jim Geary, et al. is a prime exam- 
ple of what traditionally happens to all organiza- 
tions when confronted by ever-increasing expan- 
sion. In its infancy as an AIDS organization, 
Shanti grew from the wisdom, creativity, and 
dedication of its principal director, Mr. James 
Geary. An Empire of sorts was created . . . borne 


by the necessities of the AIDS crisis, and nurtured _ 


to success by Mr. Geary and those closest to him. 

As with any fledgling industry, benevolent 
despotism was perhaps the quickest and most ef- 
ficient means of delivering on those promises 
which Shanti grew to incorporate. Mr. Geary 
created a corporate structure, drawing from those 
persons most aligned with his own beliefs, in- 
cluding friends and personal associates, to insure 
the success of the Shanti organization. 

One need only look at the weekly B.A.R. 
obituaries to see that Mr. Geary’s endeavor, 
known as The Shanti Project, has proved its abili- 
ty in delivering much needed comfort, support, 
and compassion to Persons With AIDS. By com- 
paring its meager beginnings to today’s current 
caseload, budget, and volunteer support, Shan- 
ti’s success is self-evident. ; 

It is this very success, however, which has 
created the climate for Shanti’s current troubles. 
And it is Mr. Geary’s ‘seemingly’ despotic gover- 
nance over the organization that has added to the 
confusion. 

It is possible that Mr. Geary’s ego matches his 
ability. It is also possible that Mr. Geary is reluc- 
tant to accede to giving up power to an oftentimes 
divided and indecisive Board of Directors. In 
reality, though, Mr. Geary has no choice but to 
accede, simply because Shanti has become a city- 
wide, community-based, ‘publicly funded’ 
organization. Shanti Project has grown beyond 
the corporate structure in which it originated. The 
principle stockholder is no longer Jim Geary. 
Shanti is now a ‘public’ institution. 

If Mr. Geary is to continue as titular head of 
The Shanti Project, then he must begin a new 
style of leadership which takes into account the 
above facts. He can no longer choose friends, or 
even appear to act out of favoritism when finding 
people to run the organization. He must become 
a coalition builder and must rule by consensus 
and conciliation. 

Some suggestions: 

1. Let the Human Rights Commission issue its 
findings and recommendations. 

2. Irrespective of the HRC’s recommenda- 
tions, not only Jim Geary but the entire Board 
of Directors should submit their resignations. 

3. A general meeting made up of all Shanti 
workers, volunteers, the former Board of Direc- 
tors, Jim Geary, and especially the PWA’s (who 
are the prime beneficiaries of Shanti services), 
should be convened for a day-long conference in 
order to talk out what could be done to improve 
the current situation. A re-examination of Shan- 
ti’s by-laws should be considered. Furthermore, 
a general election should be held to fill the vacant 
Board and Directorship. (And yes, Mr. Geary 
should have the option for resuming his position 
as Director if the general membership so 
approves.) 

4. The above conference should have an im- 
partial overseer to adjudicate the proceedings, so- 
meone not directly involved with Shanti. 
(Howard Wallace, a union negotiator, comes im- 
mediately to mind. Or how about our very own 
Mayor, Mr. Agnos?) 

It is a truism that oppressed minorities are 
oftentimes their own worst enemies. When an 
organization such as Shanti splits into warring 
camps, we all become victims of this self-imposed 
oppression. Shanti’s ability to deliver on its pro- 
mises is compromised. We all suffer. 

Let us move quickly to build a new and better

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a bibliography make this small book a weighty 
treasure.

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i Aspects 


| his month’s dominant aspect happens to 

be a quincunx. Can you say ‘‘quin- 

cunx’’? Oh, dear, I was afraid you 
couldn’t. Actually there are two of them, but 
the word ‘‘quincunx’’ is frightening enough in 
the singular. Any suggestions for the appro- 
priate plural would be appreciated. Your hum- 
ble correspondent finds the word itself much 
more amusing than the actual quincunx, which 
is a traditional headache among astrologers. 

A quincunx is a planetary aspect, that is an 
angular relationship, that exists when two 
planets are 150 degrees apart on the zodiacal 
elliptic. Well, perhaps we should back up a lit- 
tle and explain aspects. 

In a horoscope all the planets, the Sun, and 
the Moon are projected against a flat circle 
divided into twelve equal sectors. Since any cir- 
cle is divided for purposes of measurement into 
360 equal degrees each of these 12 sectors is 30 
degrees. .. . Hmmm, let’s make this real easy. 


Connect the Dots, La-La-La. . . 


Draw a clock face with no hands. No, dear, 
you can use your hands to draw it. Just don’t 
draw the hands of the clock. Let’s start with 
easy aspects and work our way up to that old 
quincunx. At twelve o’clock the hands of the 
clock are pointing together. When two planets 
are together like that it’s called a ‘‘conjunc- 
tion.’’ At six o’clock the hands are pointing in 
opposite directions. When two planets are at 
opposite sides of the zodiac like this they are 
said to be in ‘‘opposition.’’ At three o’clock 
(or at nine o’clock) the hands are pointing 90 
degrees apart at which angle two planets are 
said to be ‘‘square’’ to each other. If you don’t 
see why draw lines conecting the 12, 3, 6, and 
9. When four planets are so arranged they are 
called a ‘‘grand square,”’ or including the op- 
positions, ‘‘a grand cross.’’ 

The four o’clock aspect is a trine. Connect 
12, 4, and 8 and you’ll see three of them mak- 


ing a “‘grand trine.’’ These are considered very‘ 


lucky. Would that a grand trine was had by all. 

The angularity between 12 and 2 is a sixth 
of the circle and called a ‘‘sextile.’’ The separa- 
tion of hands at | o’clock is half that, a semi- 
sextile. 

Some enthusiasts even divide the circle into 
sevenths and eighths and ninths to get septiles, 
octiles, and noviles. This silliness leads to semi- 
septiles, bi-noviles, sesqui-quintiles, etc. which 
in turn leads to kitchen tiles and semi-reptiles. 
Some folks are even heavily into denile, but 
that’s a matter for a different column. 

The silliest aspect we will even consider at 
all is that formed by clock hands at 5 o’clock, 
the notorious 150 degree quincunx. 


Here’s Where the Column 
Really Begins 


A quincunx signals a need for adjustment. 
Nothing comes easily here. In fact, the discor- 
dant energies can be maddening, largely 
because they’re not clearly enough defined to 
show an appropriate course of action. 

Now we already have a conjunction of 
Uranus and Saturn in Sagittarius indicating a 
large shakeup of philosophical structures, huge 
revision of ideological constructs, far-reaching 
innovations in pedagogy, and bold advances 
in medical theory. Now out of left field comes 
Jupiter in Taurus which by itself indicates an 
abundance of resources. That sounds real nice. 
It won’t be. Try to imagine that a much 
detested, but very wealthy great-uncle has 
finally kicked the bucket and each of the 
relatives — all of whom are rather poor — feels 
entitled to a large part of an estate described 
in a badly written will.

Saturn and Uranus already pose a struggle 
between conservative and innovative factions. 
These two groups could actually be on the 
verge of reconciling when along comes Jupiter 
in Taurus to provide visions of wealth and in- 
dependence so the two factions think they 
don’t need each other. But they do, Blanche! 
But they do! Patience is called for, but not easi- 
ly achieved. As this aspect affects long range 
efforts it is good, if not at all re-assuring, to 
know that it will happen twice this year: 
through June, and from mid-November to 
mid-December. That charming third time will 
be very separate Jovian quincunxes to Uranus 
and then to Saturn next spring, indicating that 
left and right will take their separate ways and 
separate resolutions. In the meantime, make 
nice and co-operate, even if it means biting 
your tongue until it bleeds. If you can get as 
far as seeing the other side to any conflict you 
can easily find an agreeable resolution.

Women’s Films 

at the International 
Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival

t’s not that we weren’t looking forward to 
seeing all the new films, remakes, documen- 
taries, feature length and short films at the 


\ Festival. But in the category of women’s 


feature films, the runaway crowd teaser is sure 
to be Monika Treut’s The Virgin Machine, to 
be shown the Saturday night before the 
Parade. The film was not previewed in advance 
by the Press. In fact, press passes were not ex- 
tended for the opening Sneak Preview. We 
were told that Treut did not want the film to 
be reviewed. I’m sure she had her reasons. 
Whatever politics or economics or ar- 
rangements with The New York Film Festival 
were involved, I find it incongruous that a film 
which previews publically at an International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival in San Fran- 
cisco is barred from being reviewed by the Gay 
Press, especially since a lot of footage had been 
shot in San Francisco, and had been inspired 
by California lesbian/gay life, it felt like a 
rather ungracious slap in the face. 

Lesbian subject matter represented by 
feature length films submitted from countries 
outside the U.S. was apparently hard to come 
by. Although two of this year’s highlighted 
films, The Ice Palace and Dark Habits, were 
presumably commentaries of some sort on les- 
bian relationships, both were made by men and 
were questionable on various levels. 

Dark Habits was a fun film, in the genre of 
pure farce. The characters had names like 
Sister Rat of the Sewers, Sister Manure, and 
Sister Sin. The sight gags made for some very 
outrageous comedy: the Mother Superior lip 
syncing a torrid love song to the wayward 
vamp seeking refuge in the convent, the nuns 
taking drugs recreationally, the priest chain 
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smoking at the pulpit, and the Mother 
‘Superior delectating over her collection of pin- 
ups. Pedro Almodovar’s Dark Habits was 
satirical in the tradition of Bunuel’s Discreet 
Charm of the Bourgeoisie. It juggled cultural 
and social expectations around to induce bel- 
ly laughs from the ludicrousness of the relent- 
less irony. The added gay trademark was, of 
course, the campiness. 

The film could easily have been about a zany 
order of wacko monks and stree hustlers, or 
about any not so “‘good”’ samaritans and their 
reform school charges. The lesbian stuff was 
really much too superficial to be meaningful; 
it was throwaway. The star of the film, Chris- 
tina S. Pascual, as the vampy nightclub singer 
hiding out in the convent, was captivating to 
watch. Her studied seductiveness, command- 
ing sense of irony, along with an exquisite voice 
and body, made for a hot cabaret perform- 
ance. Straight or gay or as a transvestite, she’d 
be a dynamic femme heart throb. 

Per Blom’s film, The Ice Palace, based on 
a novel about two 11-year-old school girls who 
begin to feel their sexuality with one another, 
was set both in the realm of the Norwegian 
landscape and in the realm of the senses. The 
film was cinematically beautiful and conscious- 
ly poetic. It was also a tremendously control- 
ling film. There was little free space for the im- 
agination to roam. The emotionally illustrative 
music was heavy handed, and the camera’s 
penetration of the Ice Palace, the set erected 
for the film using nets and balloons as scaf- 
folding for glacial formations, was overly pho- 
tographed to the point of self indulgence. 
What irritated me the most in terms of the 
domineering direction, was the voyeuristic, 
cold and clinical frontal nude shots of the 
young girls’ bodies within a sexual context. 

The film starts. The girls are visually intro- 
duced. There’s barely a word passed between 
them. And then we’re in the bedroom behind 
locked doors, immediately invading the pri- 
vacy of a relationship which has barely been 
established. The extremely sensual close-up 
shots of the faces, especially the lips and 
mouths, and the skin shots and genital shots 
were reminiscent of David Hamilton’s erotic 
photographs of prepubescent girls. Using chil- 
dren erotically as models surfaced for meas a 
concern. It’s not that I would go so far as to 
level charges against Per Blom’s movie, but 
female-to-female sexuality being explored 
directly or indirectly by two underage girls at 
the hands of a male director with a domineer- 
ing and objectifying style leaves much to be 
desired. The film was based on a popular novel 
by Tarjei Vesaas, which won him the 1963 
Nordic Council’s Prize for Literature. 

The suicide by one of the 11-year-old girls, 
provoked by the ‘‘unspeakable’”’ act, was the 
important point of the movie. As a poetic 
study of grief, the material was handled well. 
The emotional turmoil of the survivor, her 
loss, guilt, and eventual resolution, provided 
retrospective psychological dimensions to the 
love relationship which the film had previously 
ignored. 

Clearly the most powerful and satisfying 
woman’s full-length film from abroad came 
from Karoly Makk, a Hungarian director. Her 
film, Another Way, was made in 1983 and had 
its San Francisco premiere several years ago at 
the Hungarian Film Festival. The artistic film 
had overt lesbian content, a non-exploitative 
sex scene, romance, drama, political aware- 
ness, and emotional veracity. 

The story is semi-autobiographically based 
on the novel by Erzsebet Galgoczi, who col- 
laborated with Makk on the screenplay. It’s 
about the love affair between an outspoken les- 
bian journalist and a more conventional non- 
gay journalist who’s married to an army of- 
ficer. The scenario takes place in the late 50s, 
a few years after the Hungarian revolt, in Bu- 
dapest. The parallel between sex and politics 


is clearly drawn: just as revolutionary zeal and 
the fight for autonomy is squelched by the 
powers that be, so the lesbian relationship is 
literally the target of heterosexist aggression. 
The private passion between the two women 
is equated with public crime. 

We know from the start that the affair will 
end dismally and dramatically: that the wife 
will be maimed by the husband, the husband 
will be imprisoned, and the lesbian will be mar- 
tyred and ‘‘suicided’’ by an oppressive socie- 
ty. The melodrama, the bleakness and gloom 
of winter, act as backdrop to what is actually 


a playful, romantic and touching drama bet- 


ween the lovers. It is the unfoldment of the per- 
sonalities of the characters, as well as the sex- 
ual interest which keeps the movie rolling. 
There’s girl meets girl, flirtation, obsession, 
lust, sex and then unfortunately, punishment. 

The heavy melodrama aside, the film would 
have worked as a very sad and intense explora- 
tion of lesbian-as-outcast, and of homosexuali- 
ty as social anathema and political crime. The 
movie could have ended with the married 
woman’s dilemma: to leave or not to leave, to 
be or not to be, to become or to repress. I don’t 
really believe the soldier/husband had to shoot 
his wife as a last resort. And, being the marks- 
man that hr would have to have been at such 
close range, why didn’t he succeed at killing 
her, considering all the potshots he took at this 
stationary target lying exposed in the bathtub? 
The unfortunate situation depicted in the film 
was dramatic, nasty and paranoid enough 
without having to project the most diabolical 
of melodramatics as outcome. 

For me, the most effective moments show- 
ing the oppression were not in the neatly resolv- 
ed grandiose actions, but occurred in the 
realistically depicted negative social interac- 
tions encountered matter-of-factly by the 
characters as they went along. When the two 
women, at the height of romance, are in a 
restaurant at closing time and are gazing into 
each others’ eyes oblivious to anything but 
each other and the happiness they are sharing, 
the snide comment by the restaurant pro- 
prietress was incisive: ‘‘Just look at those poor 
wretched things!’’ And when the police drag 


the lesbian into headquarters and begin inter- 
rogating her, asking the ultimate boorish ques- 
tion: ‘How do you do it together?”’ the point 
is unqualifiedly made. 

The heated dialogue and the fight scene bet- 
ween husband and wife was classic. Just after 
the scene where he’s threatened to rape her, he 
demands: ‘‘Tell me, do I disgust you?’’ She 
manages to answer flatly, ‘‘No, you just don’t 
interest me. I don’t love you. I can’t love you 
any more. Leave me alone.”’ I found that to 
be poignant and intense enough. The question 
is, did the plot necessitate his having to literally 
cripple her for life? Did we really have to see 
the water in the tub turn red? 

Another Way was a powerful film, and it 
was great to see a lesbian movie about people 
with depth getting to know each other, falling 
in love, dealing with obstacles, having: good 
sex. But shit, what a superlatively high price 
they had to pay for passion! 
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reached no conclusions about the validity of the 
charges. 

Our present concern is with the people with 
AIDS whom Shanti serves. While it is the respon- 
sibility of the press to objectively report the news, 
much of the reporting has seemed to us to be bias- 
ed, reactionary and inflammatory. A general feel- 
ing of mistrust and anger has developed 
throughout the Bay Area towards Shanti. 
Although some of these feelings may prove to be 
warranted, we fear that the media response has 
helped to create a potentially disastrous situation 
for the clients served by Shanti. New volunteers 
are not signing up for the trainings in sufficient 
numbers to serve the People with AIDS who are 
currently on the waiting lists, let alone the many 
others who will be added to these lists as the 
epidemic continues to grow. 

Regardless of any wrong-doings within the 
Shanti project, the relationship between clients 
and volunteers must continue. The services pro- 
vided by the volunteers are absolutely essential 
and, at this time, largely irreplaceable. We call 
on members of both the gay and straight com- 
munities to continue to make the decision to 
volunteer as Shanti goes through this painful pro- 
cess. The people with AIDS in this city need your 
help. That is the bottom line.

Cats 


ine may be a lone voice crying in the. 

wilderness, but I like the current ver- 

sion of Cats. I like it in direct propor- 
tion to how much I disliked last year’s national 
touring company version. This is a scaled 
down production, and that’s to its advantage. 

But it’s still glossy, glitzy and spectacular. 
Alright already, it’s too glossy and too over- 
produced and foo loud and there are too many 
flashing lights. But what the hell did you ex- 
pect from an Andrew Lloyd Webber concoc- 
tion a sensitive musical with a real book and 
songs? 

Cats is what it is: some very talented acro- 
batic dancers dressed like cats doing some 
vaudeville turns. It’s a feline vaudeville and 
everybody gets a star turn. (Unfortunately 
some of the star turns are so much like other 
star turns you think you’re watching a series 
of reprises.) But of its 16 big production 
numbers, half a dozen are fine and true to T.S. 
Eliot’s unpretentious verses. 

_ And frankly, I think we’re favored with 
some better singers this time around. Dan 
McCoy as Munkustrap was especially im- 
pressive and Bradford Minkoff as Rum Tum 
Tugger, Richard Nickel as Old Deuteronomy, 
and Felicia Farone as Demeter did themselves 


proud. Donna Lee Marshall (Grizabella, the - 


‘‘Memory’”’ cat) created a touching impression 
of faded glamour and rejection and sang with 
a sweet clarity — that is until her final chorus 
when her over-miked voice nearly blasted me 
out of my seat. (And by the way, haven’t the 
producers included a few too many reprises of 
‘‘Memory’”’ in this version?) 

Plot? The setting is the plot: a junkyard on 
the night of the annual Jellicle Ball. All the cats 
come out to cat around til! dawn when Old 
Deuteronomy will choose the one most deser- 
ving of a new life. That’s the whole poignant 
point of this extravagant exercise. But 


somebody forgot to build a characterization: 


around that deserving cat. Other than a ravag- 
ed costume and the show’s one song, that all- 
important cat is just a walk-on. 

Cats. Love it or hate it. But for all its faults 
I still like this production better than the 
previous one. It’s at the Golden Gate Theatre 
through July 3. Call 243-9001. 

As for the dancers, Eddie Buffum was 
superb as Mistoffelees. The Mungojerrie and 
Rumpleteazer of Jack Noseworthy and Nan- 
cy Melius also deserve special mention. The 
‘‘Old Gumbie Cat’”’ tape ensemble was a pro- 
per showstopper and the brief waltz segment 
by the whole company in the ‘‘Jellicle Ball’’ 
number was lovely indeed. 


Three Victorian 
Women 


ric Overmyer’s comedy On the Verge 
about three female explorers who set 
out on an expedition to Terra Incognita 
and time-warp themselves into the mid-1950s 
is a marvelously whimsical concept for a 
satirical look at comtemporary life. Produc- 
ed by the Marin Theatre Company (Mill 
Valley) and directed with a feather-weight 
touch by Julian Lopez Morillas, the play is very 
funny. on its surface level. The language is 
clever and the word-play is a delight as the 
three travellers try to determine what certain 
‘*future’’ phrases may mean. (They are barrag- 
ed now and again with words that pop out of 
their mouths with no connective thought: sil- 
ly putty, Mr. Coffee, fibre optics, automatic 
tellers!) 
It is 1888 when the three women don their 
pith helmets, hoist their tents, stow their um- 
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Eddie Buffam as th 


brellas, and set out for jungle, desert, and the 
Himalayas. Mary (Sandy Kelly Hoffman) is 
the proper Bostonian with an unseemly interest 
in native fertility rites. Fanny (Brigitt Markus- 


feld) is the tabloid journalist who has left a hus-. 


band behind in Terre Haute. Alexandra (Terri 
McMahon) is the young, impressionable poet 
who first begins to receive meaningless word 
signals from the future. She is also afflicted 
with a delightful predilection for spouting 
malapropisms. 

A fourth member of the case, Loren Nord- 
lun, is breathtaking in the diversity of his char- 
acterizations. He is an abominable snowman, 
a cannibal attired in a German aviator’s uni- 
form, a black-leathered troll who collects 
bridge tolls, a gangly spaced-out filling station 
attendant, a Chinese fortune teller who spouts 
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fortune-cookie homilies, and a Vegas-style 
lounge lizard. It was the tour de force perfor- 
mance of this or any other year. 


Not far into Terra Incognita, strange arti- 


facts begin to appear along the trail. An egg © 


beater is assumed to be a new-fangled lady’s 
fan — though it doesn’t stir up much of a 
breeze. An “‘I Like Ike’’ button further mys- 
tifies. In an orchard of artifacts they use but- 
terfly nets to collect such mid-twentieth cen- 
tury anachronisms as a rubber ducky. 

On the Verge is a one-joke play in two acts 
and it’s kept pretty much on the ditsy house- 
wife level. The women are never permitted to 
see a headline, overhear a radio broadcast, or 
glimpse an early TV set — anything that might 
clue them in to the fact that they have just 
walked through two world wars, a hydrogen 
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bomb test, and preparations to send a man into 
space. 

1955 finds them in a casino setting and both 
Fanny and Alex realize this is the end of the 
rainbow for them. Fanny will marry the lounge 
lizard/casino proprietor (her husband had her 
declared dead way back in the 20s, so it’s all 
legal). Alex, the not-very-good poet, will write 
rock lyrics with considerable success. And 
Mary, who at long last divests herself of her 
ankle length skirt and puts on a pair of slacks, 
decides to forge on into the future. New words 
have been calling to her out of timespace and 
she must pursue their meaning. 

But not before each of them has tasted a 
concoction called Cool Whip. The word has 
swirled meaningless about their heads for 
decades and finally there it is before their very 
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eyes. They taste it. They pronounce it ‘‘deli- 
cious.’’ Maybe this, after all, is the bitter pill 
playwright Overmyer is asking us to swallow! 

The costume coordinator was Ardyss Gold- 
en. The simple but very effective set and light 
design was by Craig Lathrop and Don Wein- 
ger. The sound design — from classical music 
excerpts to menacing jungle noises — were by 
Jim McKee and Lloyd Minthorne of Earwax 
Productions.

Annie Get Your Gun 


eff Green and Paul Blake, in association 

with ACT, are presenting a summer 

package of three musicals and the first, 
in celebration of Irving Berlin’s 100th birthday, 
is the Broadway blockbuster Annie Get Your 
Gun. Written for Ethel Merman, the show 
contains 17 musical numbers, 11 of them ge- 
nuine hits, including the anthem ‘‘There’s No 
Business Like Show Business.”’ 

Donna McKechnie (Cassie of Chorus Line) 
stars as sharpshooter Annie Oakley and 
Laurence Guittard as her love interest and 
rival, Frank Butler. It’s the battle of the sexes 
and their battle gear is a rifle. And may the best 
man win. The best man, to nobody’s surprise, 
turns out to be hillbilly Annie who, after sing- 
ing ‘“You Can’t Get a Man with a Gun,”’ 
realizes that the way to capture Frank’s heart 
is to let him win the shooting match. (Is there 
a hint of reverse sexism buried in this script?) 

Other historical characters represented in 
full one-dimensional color are Colonel William 
F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) played by George D. 
Wallace, and Chief Sitting Bull, played by 
Alan Sues. Frank’s wisecracking assistant (she 
loads and hands him his gun) is Peggy Pope. 
Foster Wilson, the hotel manager who wants 
nothing to do with show people, is sung and 
danced with fine abandon by ACT’s own 
Drew Eshelman. Major Gordon Lillie (Pawnee 
Bill) is played by Barry Dennen, and Charlie 
Davenport is Jm J. Bullock. 

Herbert and Dorothy Fields’ script is a bare- 
bones set up of piot and just enough connec- 
ting dialogue to get from song to song. Just 
about the perfect book for a musical comedy. 

annie and Frank are given sembiances of rea! 

cnaracterizations while the others are sketch- 
ed in at. the cartoon ijevel. That includes a passe: 
of show-biz Indians who stamp about and 
make a lot of ‘‘pow-pow”’ grunts as they in- 
duct Annie into the Sioux tribe in ‘‘I’m an In- 
dian, Too.”’ 

McKechnie’s Annie is sweet and retiring 
throughout most of the first act. I had expected 
her to bounce in, take charge, and knock me 
out of my seat. But her first couple of numbers 
were vocally underproduced. ‘‘Doin’ What 
Comes Natur’ally’’ was not the showstopper 
it should have been. Her attraction to Frank 
was too subtlely revealed; a slack-jawed, cross- 
eyed, head-over-heals approach would have 
given their affair (and the show) considerably 
more punch. 

By Act two, McKechnie was in full voice and 
her ‘‘Lost in His Arms’’ was lovely. As the 
pace picked up, so did the star, and her “‘I Got 
the Sun in the Morning,” her duet with Frank, 
‘Old Fashioned Wedding,’’ and the lovers’ 
dueling duet, ‘‘Anything You Can Do’”’ 
brought the show to its rousing finish. 

Laurence Guittard is well nigh the perfect 
Frank Butler. He’s got the stature and a fine 
voice. His big number, ‘‘The Girl That | 
Marry’’ was delivered with a soft poignancy. 
He then pulled out the stops in his falling-in- 
love duet with Annie, ‘“They Say it’s Wonder- 
ful,’’ and the second act engagement duet 
‘“‘Old Fashioned Wedding.’’ 

In musical comedy one is expected to sus- 
pend any sense of reality the minute the cur- 
tain goes up. But Alan Sues’ broad interpreta- 
tion of Chief Sitting Bull as a gayish, Yiddish,

The Colored 
Museum 


laywright George Wolfe’s The Colored 
Museum sets out to provide a satirical 
look at the stereotypes of black 
American culture. Of its 11 playlets, five were 
impressive in their satiric bite and in their abili- 
ty to jolt us out of our complacency. Others 
were too extended and diffusive, a couple 
seemed totally pointless, two wouldn’t even 
have raised the hackles of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Velina Brown’s ‘‘Git on Board”’ was a 
delicious takeoff of an airline stewardess who 
instructs her celebrity slaveship passengers (the 
audience) on the proper fastening of their leg 
and arm chains for what may be a ‘‘rocky’’ 
voyage. (‘‘Last stop Savannah!’’) The 
blackout skit is as witty as it is shocking but it 
needed a zinger of a punch line. 

“The Photo Session”’ provided a look at an 
upwardly mobile, fashion-conscious couple 
(Brown and W. Allen Taylor) who pattern 
their lives and thoughts from the pages of

Ebony and Jet. 

‘‘The Hairpiece’’ is outrageously funny. 
Brown is seated at a dressing table between her 
two wigs. The two wig heads (Teirrah McNair 
and Rhodessa Jones) get into a verbal free-for- 
all as they try to influence their mistress in her 
choice of a wig (attitude) for confronting her 
lover. McNair’s offers kinky black feminist 
power; Jones’ promises a devastating sexual 
elegance. This is funny stuff, and the hit of the 
evening. 

“‘Symbiosis’’ finds Taylor as a got-it-made 
executive who tries to stuff the artifacts of his 
radical youth into the trash can. But his alter 
ego, The Kid (Melvin Thompson), keeps drag- 
ging them out. ‘‘I’ll only be black on weekends 
and holidays’’ the executive decides — only to 
be pulled into the trash can himself by The Kid. 

‘‘Last Mama on the Couch” is a broad 
satirical review of those black family plays such 
as Raisin in the Sun. God-fearing, home- 
making Mama (‘‘wipe your shoes’’) is McNair. 
Thomson is the 30-year-old, jobless son. 
Rhodessa Jones is the Juilliard-educated 
daughter and Velina Brown is the Lady ‘in 
Plaid. When Son dies of a gunshot from their 
open tenement window, Mama’s big lament is 
a wish that he had been born into a black 
musical. ‘‘Nobody dies in a black musical.’’ 
The power of prayer is strong and everybody 
bounces up to sing and dance a big black 
musical finale. 

“*Permutations’’ is the most chilling of all 
the skits in its pure Gothic horror. A young 
black girl (Brown) cradles an enormous white 
egg in her lap as she tells us how she was caught 
having sex with the sweet-smelling garbage col- 
lector and was locked in the closet by her 
mother. Some weeks later she has produced 
this egg. She caresses it, listens to it, and joyful- 
ly informs us that there are more than one in- 
side. Whatever her dreams may be, they’re 
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growing inside that egg, and they’re about 


ready to hatch. It’s a powerful, original short 
story. Velina Brown is superb in her portrayal 
of child-like madness. 

Music (and the pulse-beat of drums) was by 
Rob Robinson. The sliding screen scene design 
was by Joe Ragy. The impressive lighting was 
by Ellen Shireman. 

The Colored Museum, directed by Claude 
Purty, is presented by the Eureka Theatre, in 
conjunction with the Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre, through July 3.

Mickey Rooney 


f there’s one thing we might have expected 

Mickey Rooney to have learned after a 

lifetime in show business, it’s timing. That’s 
the missing element in Mickey Rooney in 
Mickey Rooney. This new one-man show drifts 
aimlessly for two hours and fifteen mintues. 
And that’s before he brings on his eighth and 
very attractive wife to sing three songs. After 
that, he takes questions from the audience. 
Mind you, there’s been no intermission and 
most of the audience is over fifty — if you get 
the point. 

After a quick glance at the program it’s pret- 
ty obvious why the show is so unfocused. 
There is no writer and no director credited. No 
one to tell him when to cut. What to cut. No 
one to tell him there’s gravel in the mike and 
the lights are poorly focused. This isn’t show 
business; this is self-indulgence. 

After a dozen or so film clips from both ear- 
ly and recent movies (haphazardly spliced 
together and without a word of informative 
commentary), Rooney made his entrance and 
spent the first 15 mintues grinding out a cou- 
ple of raunchy burlesque jokes that were hoary 
with age and had nothing to do with the even- 
ing he had planned for us. That bit should have 
been cut in the first rehearsal. 

Then this charming mid-sixties wunderkind 
of the movies began to tell us about his child- 
hood, his mother, his father, his early days in 
burlesque when he practically tottered on stage 
to get in the footlights. (He appeared for many 
years on stage and even in early films as a cigar- 
chewing midget so the authorities wouldn’t 
catch on that he was underage.) 

Best of all his material, of course, is the 
Hollywood section. Facile though they were, 
his memories of friends and co-workers (Judy 
Garland, Spencer Tracy, Clark Gable, Lana 
Turner [at 16], and his courtship and marriage 
to Ava Gardner) were fascinating. Name drop- 
ping. That’s what it’s all about. Even‘a story 
about Henry Ford, Sr., embellished the 
evening. 

But when he began to enumerate his mar- 
riages to the other seven women, naming 
children and grandchildren, our attention 
meandered. (I could hear that imaginary direc- 
tor yelling, ‘‘Cut!’’) A prolonged and pointless 
foray into his World War Ii army stint was 


neither amusing nor illuminating. (‘‘Cut!’’) 

Having toppled from being the biggest in- 
ternational movie star for four straight years, 
Rooney learned to cope. Other people may 
have considered him a ‘‘has-been.’’ He never 
did. Never maudlin, he reveals no bitterness 
about those years when he would appear at 
cocktail parties for $500. Then, when one 
might have thought fame had forgotten him, 
along came his Emmy-award performance in 
Bill, his fine acting in The Black Stallion, his 
great burlesque comeback in the long-running 
Sugar Babies. (Even on opening night, his 
reprise of ‘‘Francine’’ from Sugar Babies went 
on too long.) 

Rooney has had it all. And he’s still got it. 
Charm. Technique. A facility for great 
mimicry. He’s just spreading his talent around 
in the wrong direction. The grown-up Mickey 
Rooney should know that you can’t just say 
“‘Let’s put on a show”’ and pull some funny 
clothes from Aunt Polly’s trunk. You first get 
on the phone and you call a writer and a direc- 
tor and then you say, ‘‘Let’s put on a show.”’ 

The good news is that Sugar Babies is sched-

and Annie — together again — and starring 
in burlesque!

A Song for a Nisei 
Fisherman 


hilip Kan Gotanda, one of America’s 

most promising playwrights (and a San 

Francisco resident) first wrote Song for 
a Nisei Fisherman for the Asian American 
Theater Company’s 1980-81 season. Now in 
revival, the play is a leisurely series of mc~o- 
logues that develop into recalled scenes o. .he 
fisherman’s life. It is set in Stockton, 1981. We 
are introduced to the Zen of fishing through 
five scenes of ritual: catching, cleaning, cook- 
ing, eating, and catching fish. 

The character of the fisherman was written 
as a tribute to the author’s father, a second- 
generation Japanese American who was a doc- 
tor by profession, a fisherman on his own time. 
Mark Haysahi is the introspective Itsu and he 
gives a remarkable performance as he moves 
from childhood to medical school, wartime 
relocation camp to marriage, authoritarian 
parent to a lonely old man pondering death as 
he baits his fishing line. 

Jeffrey, the young son referred to Itsu asa 
‘‘bum’’ because he wants to quit law school 
and become a writer, opens and closes the 
drama with original songs composed by

Michael Sasaki. The role is played and sung by 
handsome young actor/singer Francis Jue who 
was impressive as a vocalist as well as in the 
play’s most dramatic scene, a high-voltage 
confrontation with Itsu. 

Jim Hirabayashi i is Itsu’s alcoholic father. 
Sharon Iwai is his mother who returns as a 
ghost but can offer no answers about an 
afterlife. Diane Takei is the young girl who 
becomes Itsu’s dutiful, subservient wife, 
mother of his children, and who dies of a brain 
tumor 28 years later. She too returns as a ghost 
and sheds her reticence to remind Itsu of his 
indifference and his coldness as a parent. 
Takei’s performance is quite moving as she 
confesses that she would have left her husband 
several times but for the disgrace to her 
parents. 

Gotanda, who also directed, builds his play 


with loving details. But at an hour and forty- 

five minutes (no intermission) it is too long,. 
often too slow in pacing. Even so, it is in 

retrospect an elegy of sweet memory. The ac- 

ting is of consistent high quality with the talent 

of Hayashi serving as benchmark for the cast. 

The set was by Mark II Productions; lighting 

by Novella Smith; sound by Michael Sasaki; 

costumes by Eileen Yemoto. 

(Gotanda’s play, The Wash, a contem- 
porary view of a disintegrating marriage, was 
produced last year at the Eureka Theatre and 
won a Bay Area Theatre Critics Award. The 
Wash has since been filmed and will be released 
this September.)

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The Truth is 
Bad Enough 


his riveting, highly recommended, one- 
man show closed Saturday night, June 
25% 

The Truth is Bad Enough, the 
autobiography of a lost-and-found young 
man, was written by Michael Kearns, now 38, 
and is performed by him with considerable sen- 
sitivity, wit, anger, and forgiveness. In its 
dramatic gamut one might say it even ap- 
proaches the quirky soul-searching that Lily 
Tomlin brings to a performance. 

Practically Dickensian in concept, Kearns’ 
life story begins at the beginning. He was born 
in 1950. In St. Louis. (Just getting out of St. 
Louis would seem a major accomplishment.) 
His father was in and out of mental institu- 
tions. His mother ‘‘slept over’? with her 
boyfriend. Kearns sought escape in the 
darkness of movie theatres and resolved early 
on that he would become an actor. 

And act he does. From cathartic despair to 
bursts of quick humor, Kearns is frank and ob- 
jective in his dramatized self-analysis. Once, 
reverting to childhood as he recalls a par- 
ticularly quarrelsome scene at the kitchen 
table, he steps to the side of the stage, looks 
over his shoulder at the bickering ghosts of his 
family, and asks: ‘‘Who are these people?”’ 

An overriding ambition for a life in the 
theatre lands him in the Goodman School of 
Drama in Chicago where his professional life 
seemed always in conflict with his personal life. 
Already addicted to sex (by age 16), he next 

took up the pursuit of alcohol and finally

drugs. (‘‘I love poppers”’ was his 70’s mating 
call as he romped from bed to bed.) 

After drama school he roller-coastered to 
Hollywood with his lover. Minor roles on 
television (a bit on The Waltons) led nowhere. 
Then one day he was asked to pose for a book 
cover. His lover had written The Happy 
Hustler, a takeoff on The Happy Hooker. 
Kearns’ photo on the dust jacket brought sud- 
den fame and a decade of misconceptions 
about the model. Everybody thought Kearns 
was the happy hustler. He plunged into TV and 
other ia promotions, toured the country, 
played ‘the part, and admitted every fictional 
escapade as the truth. He was a hot item and 
desirable, and he began to live the role of Grant 
Tracy Saxon, the book’s ‘‘hero.”’

Rockbottom came in 1982 — as the AIDS 
epidemic was hitting full force — and Kearns 
hung himself up to dry. Now one of 
Hollywood’s most upfront gay actors (he co- 
founded Artists Confronting AIDS), he 
recently appeared before the President’s Com- 
mission on AIDS. 

The title of Kearns’ solo play is a good clue 
to the attitude the author/actor has taken 
about his earlier misspent years. Actually, the 
title is a line from his mother. At his parents’ 
divorce hearing, Kearns’ mother was appall- 
ed to hear her husband describing her unfitness 
to keep her children. When he had finished she 
directed this question to the bench: ‘‘Judge, 
why is he making up all these lies? The truth 
is bad enough.”’

Virginia 


hamber Theatre director Frank Reilly 
selected Edna O’Brien’s Virginia to in- 


augurate the company’s fourth year of 
producing literary dramas in an intimate set- 
ting. Virginia certainly fits that bill. 
Assembled by novelist O’Brien from the 
lives and writings of Virgina and Leonard 
Woolf, the play is indeed an intimate, almost 
stream-of-consciousness glimpse into that 
fascinating triangle, Virginia, husband 


Leonard, and Virginia’s sometime-lover Vita 
Sackville-West. The three-character drama 
begins with Virginia’s hesitant meeting with 
Vita, continues through their tempestuous, 
jealousy- -ridden affair, and ends on that even- 
ing in 1941 when Virginia, fearing another and 
perhaps final mental relapse, fills her coat 
pockets with heavy stones and walks into the 
Ouse River. 

It is a slight play, mostly comprised of mo- 
nologues of Virginia, and it would have been 
even slighter in performance without the com- 
pelling vocal mastery of Sharon McDonald as 
Virginia. Casting against type (Virginia was 
slender, ethereal) director Reilly chose Mc- 
Donald for her ability to create, through man- 
ner and vocal quality, an impression of the 
fragile, troubled author. There was no ques- 
tion of McDonald’s vocal prowess. Her 
reading was as musical as it was powerful in 
its emotional range. 

Both other roles are relatively minor and had 
they not been written into the script, Virginia 
might well have stood.on its own as a one- 
woman show. Leonard Woolf is played by 
Michael Young. He brings little other than pas- 
sivity to a relatively colorless role. 

Vita is portrayed by Margie Pratchenko, 
also cast against type. If there was ever an ac- 
tress who looks like Virginia Woolf it is Ms. 
Pratchenko. She is sleek and elegant in her 
slacks and evening gown. Though lacking in 
those physical and personality traits we might 
expect of Vita, Pratchenko does create an il- 
lusion of a dominate and often indifferent 
lover. 

Virginia is a very literary play about some 
very esoteric literary people. Ms. McDonald’s 
reading of the heroine makes it all worthwhile.

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Vicki Dello Joio 
Returns to the Stage

icki Dello Joio has been performing in 

the Bay Area for the last ten years. 

Mostly she’s been involved with Com- 
mon Threads, a women’s theatre company, 
where she’s been director, choreographer and 
performer. After a highly successful European 
tour with the group, she decided to go solo. She 
will be continuing her exploration of solo per- 
formance in a one-woman show called, A 
Mime’s Eye View, under the auspices of 
Theatre Rhinoceros. I spoke to Dello Joio 
recently to find out what she’s been up to. 


(Coming Up!): What made you turn from 
collective theatre to solo performance? 


(V.D.J.): After touring Europe with Jn the | 


Niche of Time, I started to take a good look 
at what that experience was all about, about 
working with the group, and about where I 
wanted to be as a performer. It took awhile for 
everything to bake, but basically I decided I 
really wanted to do one-woman shows. I need- 
ed to come back to being with myself. I need- 
ed to find out what I wanted to talk about 
when it’s just me. 


What is it that you want to address in your 
rew work? 


Healing and self-love. In the Niche of Time 
was about fear and about facing fear. A 
Mime’s Eye View is the natural progression 
towards affirmation and self-acceptance. I’ve 
been doing theatre since I was eight years old, 
both professionally and semi-professionally, 
and performing mime for 15 years. And yet, 
just until a couple of years ago, I still kept ques- 
tioning my status as an artist. Women artists 
and women theatre people seem to deal with 
this all the time. 

I’ve grappled with who I am when I’m just 
myself and not directing a group or in train- 
ing. Hey, I’ve been training my whole life, and 
I’ve finally come to the point of trusting my 
own sense of theatricality and expertise. This 
has been very healing for me and I want to put 
it out there, to share that. 

Something in me is opening up and really let- 
ting go. For instance, one section of the show, 
‘*Love is a Blessing’’ started as a stretch piece, 
based on the theme of stretch and movement. 
Then my partner/friend Jacqueline Elizabeth 


Letalien handed me these fabulous love poems 
of hers based on the metaphor of flying. The 
collaborative piece worked out so that in 
‘‘Love is a Blessing’’ I use her voice-over along 
with music, and I work with my body on the 
themes of flying, floating, soaring, and their 
connection to love. I become that human bird. 
It’s a heart piece and a flying piece that comes 
out of a woman’s consciousness about love. 


What kind of lesbian content do you have in 
your show? 


It’s always a reference point. There’s an ex- 
plicit piece called ‘‘Heartfilled’’ which is a duet 
of erotic lesbian love poems. And then there’s 
a part of the show which is a kind of one-act 
mime play called ‘‘Dad, (Nee Papa)’’ which 
breaks the silence on the usually ignored rela- 
tionship between father and daughter. It’s 
done with spoken words, movement and 
storytelling. It’s based on correspondence, 
memories, and autobiographical details. My 
father is an astonishing composer and artist. 
I respect him for that. He was also abusive to 


‘me to the point of active discouragement of my 


desire to be an artist. This has had a profound 
effect on my life and on my self-image. There’s 
a lot of lesbian content in the exploration of 
the tension between us. Basically, he disown- 
ed me for it. The piece is a process piece. 
What does performance mean for you? 
Major risk taking. Opening my heart and 
relying on my theatre background to carry it 
through. I’m looking for heart-to-heart in my 
work now as opposed to just feeding ego. 
When we’re stuck in the ‘‘am I good enough?’”’ 
phase, we’re stuck in that mental space of the 
ego. I see Art as a healing experience. I also 


‘work as a healer in the women’s community, 


and I’d like to synthesize healing work with art. 
A person-in-process can work with her stuff 
in many ways. She can go to therapy or work 
at various healing centers. I like to shake up 
all those therapy sticks, the spokes of the 
wheel, and transform whatever comes out in- 
to a theatre experience. Like the Fool, to just 
let myself go out there on the edge of the 
precipice, trusting all will go well. 

I also like audience interaction. I’ve got this 
7-foot tall bag lady puppet named Mathilda. 
She’s an alter ego, social commentator and 
satirist. She’s been described by critics as ‘‘ex- 
quisitely humorous.’’ She’s also got a nasty 
streak. She says things I don’t dare say myself. 
At this point, I hardly know what’s going to 
come out of her mouth. I do have a skeleton 
script for her, but basically when people in the 
audience see her, they tend to talk to her, and 
she talks back. She plays the audience back to 
itself. 

Once I did a commercial with her and I was 
sitting next to this guy, an extra, who kept try- 
ing to do these sexual put-downs of her. She 
got nasty and cut him to the quick. However, 
I don’t like the kind of mime and puppetry that 
deliberately humiliates peopie. Mathilda 
reflects, she doesn’t go after people. In street 
mime, I don’t like the kind of thing where the 
performers follow people around and imitate 
and ridicule them. Social commentary is 
something different. * 


So what are your career goals now? 
To grow. To keep getting bigger. To shine. 
Not to be a star in the Hollywood sense of it, 


but to shine like a star. I want to let my light 
shine, and to share the energy flow.

Andrea Marcovicci 


Andrea Marcovicci is a slender, patrician beau- 
ty. She’s got great bones and fine arms and 
hands to charm the talents of the man in the 
lighting booth. (Lighting designer Brian Morse 
has created some wonderful mood enhancers 
for this vocalist who chooses to sit cross-legged 
atop the Plush Room’s grand.) There’s a tim- 
bre in her voice like the quiver in a reed instru- 
ment and when she sings of unrequited love, 
she makes the heartache seem fully wor- 
thwhile. She is that ultimate of cabaret singers, 
an actress/singer who plays each song as 
though it were a theatre piece. 

Marcovicci opened the evening with an odd 
but compelling choice from Phantom of the 
Opera, ‘‘Music of the Night.’’ She resurrected 
‘Long Song’”’ from Love Life and delved fur- 
ther into the past for a clever pastiche from The 
Little Show, ‘‘Or Whatever.’? Nobody can 
throw away a lyric with the elegant non- 
chalance of Marcovicci. Perhaps one of the 
things that makes her so uniquely endearing is 
her great sense of humor about herself. On the 
other hand, how could a self-professed torch 
singer face another dawn without a sense of 
humor? 

Before plunging into the heavy stuff she 
gave us a romantic medley from the movies, 
‘‘Long Ago and Far Away,’’ a danceable ar- 
rangement of ‘‘I Picked a Winner in You,’’ 
and ‘‘Dearly Beloved.”’ This pre-depression set 
also included the lovely ‘‘I Wished on the 
Moon,” from The Big Broadcast of 1936 (lyrics 
by Dorothy Parker). Who’d have thought the 
brittle, acid-tongued Ms. Parker could have 
penned these lines: ‘‘I wished on the moon for 
something I never knew/I wished on the moon 
for more than I ever knew/A sweeter rose, a 
softer sky/An April day that would not dance 
away.’’ 

From her collection of Broadway show 
songs that ‘‘really messed us up, ‘‘ Marcovicci 
nominates ‘‘Some Enchanted Evening”’ as the 
one song that most screwed up our ability to 
fall in love with someone ordinary and nice. 
Her own version of this search for ‘‘a stranger 
across a crowded room’’ was nevertheless 
refreshingly clear of bombastic overkill. 

Much of Marcovicci’s charm is the infec- 
tious delight she takes in telling us about her 
material. Not just dates and composers, but 
gossipy tidbits. She reminds us, for instance, 
that it was Bette Davis who sang ‘‘Just Like 
a Man’’ in Two’s Company. Her own offhand 
rendition, no doubt less histrionic than Davis’, 
was a sardonic delight. She informed us that 
a fast tap number written by Jerome Kern was 
slowed down to a ballad tempo and became 
that famous torcher, ‘‘Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes.”’ 

Helen Morgan received tribute with two 
songs written for her in 1929, ‘‘Don’t Ever 
Leave Me,”’ and ‘‘Why Was I Born?’’ Less 
well known, Maxwell Anderson and Kurt 
Weill’s ‘‘Stay Well’? from Lost in the Stars 
received from Marcovicci a full emotional ex- 
ploration of its lyric plea. 

She raised our spirits briefly with a dozen or 
so funny verses of ‘‘Nobody’s Chasing Me,”’ 
and closed with one of the all-time tear-jerkers, 
‘*Smilin’ Through.’’ Accompanist Glenn 
Mehrbach delivered sensitive, unobtrusive, 
and right-on piano back-up to her varied 
moods. 

By way of introducing ‘‘Someone to Love,”’ 
she advised us that a new movie just opened 
at the Kabuki Theatre features Marcovicci as 
both actress and singer of the title song. 

Andrea Marcovicci holds court at The Plush 
Room through June 28. Her programs vary

movies’’ to ‘‘songs of Coward, Kern, and 
Cole.’’

Lynda Bergren 


Winner of the 1987 Gold Award for Outstand- 
ing Female Vocalist, Lynda Bergren conven- 
ed a gathering of her devout flock on a recent 
Sunday evening at the City Cabaret. Musical 
director was her long-time accompanist and 
fine pianist Ted Pinkston. 

Since I first heard Bergren, she has married, 
borne two children, and continued to sing 
wherever she could find a stage, a mike, and 
a spotlight. I’m happy to report that she hasn’t 
aged one whit in the past decade. Her voice is 
richer, darker, more assured, and her ap- 
proach to lyric interpretation reveals new 
aspects of introspection. 

Bergren’s program included a dozen fine 


standards, a few cabaret cliches to please those 
hardcore fans, and some relatively new torchy 
numbers that show off her voice and presence 
to best advantage. I liked her nicely relaxed 
medley of unabashedly romantic songs that in- 
cluded ‘‘I’m Old-Fashioned,’’ ‘‘All The 
Things You Are,’’ and ‘‘More Than You 
Know.” Following a crowd-pleaser up-tempo 
number, she launched into Amanda 


_ McBroom’s ‘‘From Where I Stand,”’ a typical 


McBroom Torcher about love on the rocks. 
Bergren’s interpretation was nicely understated 
and all the more effective for being so. Her 
vocal approach to Sondheim’s ‘‘Nothin’s 
Gonna Harm You’’ also benefitted from her 
intelligent reading of the lyrics. 

Arranger Joan Edgar’s superb musical 
merger of ‘‘Clair de Lune”’ and “‘In the Still 
of the Night’’ was pure magic as Pinkston 
fingered the delicate Debussy chords and 
Bergren sang the Cole Porter melody. 

I especially liked Bergren’s swinging -ar- 


rangement of ‘‘Riding High,’’ but was im- 
mediately thereafter underwhelmed by an ex- 
tended Garland medley that included ‘‘You 
Made Me Love You,”’ ‘‘The Trolly Song,”’ 


‘“‘Rock-a-Bye-My-Baby,”’ ‘“The Man That Got 


Away,’’ and — you guessed it — ‘‘Over the 
Rainbow.”’ (Since it’s practically impossible to 
hear any two of these songs without conjur- 
ing up the dynamism of Garland — or at least 
the nervous dynamism of Jim Bailey — why 
bother?) 

But, like the little girl with the little curl in 
the middle of her forehead, when Bergren’s 
good she’s very good. And she was very good 
on Janis Ian’s chilling ‘‘In the Winter.’’ She 
distilled the essence of a very real sadness from 
the song’s emotional depths. 

She was, in fact, even more impressive on 
Ian’s ‘‘Stars.’’ Her rendition was excrutiatingly 
exquisite. Disarmingly complex in its in- 
terweaving of story line with music, the song 
must be sung with total simplicity. Bergren 
brought to the haunting imagery of ‘‘Stars’’ 
an intensity of feeling that raised goose bumps. 
How many singers can do that? It was the apex 
of the evening. Nothing could top it. 

So she brought us down to earth with ‘‘Blue 


‘ Skies,’’ and overly dramatic versions of ‘‘On 


My Own,”’’ ‘‘It’s My Turn,’’ and ‘‘All the 
Time.’’ But they were just show-off vocal ex- 
cercises like that stock item from earlier in the 
evening, ‘‘I Don’t Remember Christmas’’ 
(guaranteed to set the fan club clapping with 
the first three notes on the piano). It’s a dog 
of a song that every cabaret singer sings and 
every cabaret singer shouldn’t. 

The bitchy fag wit just doesn’t hold up 
under constant repetition. 

Bergren is a fine torch singer. When she con- 
centrates on creating that special ‘‘aura’’ of the 
singer/storyteller, she’s at her performance 
best. But when she permits the possessive 
adulation of her fans to intrude into the artist’s 
‘‘aura’’ she does her own talent a disservice. 

Lynda Bergren opens a brand new club, 
Lou’s, at 300 Jefferson (Fisherman’s Wharf) 
on Saturday, June 24, 8 pm.

Lanie Kazan 


From the sublime (Broadway understudy in 
Funny Girl) to the funny (critically acclaimed 
for her Jewish mama in My Favorite Year) to 
the ridiculous (Divine’s co-star in Lust in the 
Dust) Lanie Kazan has done it all. 

Now back on the cabaret circuit, Kazan has 
been workshopping at the City Cabaret and 
polishing material for a full-scale, big-band 
production of ‘‘Legendary Ladies’’ which she 
hopes to tour next year in concert halls across 
the country. While dedicating the evening to 
those ‘‘ladies of song’’ who most inspired her 
throughout the years, she makes no attempt to 
imitate them. She just sings their songs. And 
she’s in fine voice. 

With Russian, Jewish and Spanish blood 
coursing through her handsome frame, Kazan 
is tempestuous, earthy, and sexy — and she 
revels in it. She’s got her own style, her own 
strong personality and that’s why there may be 
something inherently wrong with the concept 
of a vocalist of her stature doing an evening of 
the music of some ‘‘legendary ladies.”’ This is 
the type of show several local cabaret singers 
have put together to good advantage, but 
Kazan doesn’t need to tie her wagon to the 
musical personalities of such as Piaf, Merman 
and Garland. Most of their signature tunes are 
too indelibly indentified with the original 
vocalists. Kazan does it well, but does she need 
to do it? 


We get Piaf’s ‘‘La Vie En Rose,” and Fan- 


itsel! 


Ra 


ny Brice’s ‘‘My Man.”’ Then in a brief time- 
warp from Brice’s material to material about 
Brice, she sings ‘“The Music That Makes Me 
Dance,”’ from Funny Girl. Best of the evening 
in my book was her steamy version of ‘‘Sum- 
mertime’”’ (a la Janis Joplin) that built to a sexy 
wail before slithering down scale to a deep- 
throated moan. 

From Billie Holiday’s songbook she chose 
‘God Bless the Child.’’ Many sing it, but not 
many sing it this well. It was a rendition that 
purely defined jazz. She also included Holi- 
day’s ‘‘I’m a Fool to Want You.” Also very 
fine. we 

Mae West was represented with the insin- 
uating lyrics of ‘‘Peel Me A Grape,’’ and 
Sophie Tucker was recalled with the obvious 
“‘Some of Those Days’’ followed by that sar- 
donic bit of pre-feminist banter, ‘‘I’m Living 
Alone and I Like It.’’ 

The tribute to Merman was a medley of 
seven typical razz-ma-tazz show-stoppers and 
one genuinely romantic ballad, ‘‘I Got Lost in 
His Arms.’’ There was a heavy dosage of 
Garland beginnning with ‘‘Born in a Trunk’”’ 
to ‘‘The Trolley Song,’’ and an exciting ar- 
rangement of ‘‘The Man That Got Away.’’ 
Her lovely final high notes on ‘‘Over the Rain- 
bow’’ continued to float in the air moments 
after the song was finished. 

Ex-husband Peter Daniels (the urbane, char- 
ming, and incomparable pianist/accompanist 
of Sammy Cahn’s Words and Music) and 
father of Kazan’s 16-year-old daughter head- 
ed the trio. His impeccable phrasing of ‘‘I’m 
Always Chasing Rainbows’’ was a treat in 
itself. 


Random Thoughts 


This is not the review I sat down to write. I had 
intended to review Caylia Chaiken’s recent

Sunday show at The Galleon. But as I went 
over my notes I realized that some of my 
criticisms of Chaiken were common to a score 
of relative newcomers to cabaret. So herewith 
some random comments — for what they’re 
worth. And bear in mind, I’m not picking on 
Chaiken. 

With cabarets closing their doors with un- 
comfortable regularity, it’s not easy for young 
singers to learn their trade (while making some 
mistakes) before live audiences. On the other 
hand, it’s all the more reason why these young 
singers should polish their techniques and 
develop their acts before they appear in public. 
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Then maybe paying audiences would come and 
maybe cabarets wouldn’t close their doors. 
Audiences for debuting performers are 
usually made up of friends, family, and a smat- 
tering of walk-ins who are willing to take a 
chance on unproven talent. That’s fine, and 
I’m not knocking sincere encouragement. But 
often a debut performance earns such cheer- 
ing and adulation that it can wreak havoc with 
the performer’s ego. What that performer real- 


ly needs is a trusted and frank friend who will’ 


sit in on rehearsals and tell.them the truth 
about their presentation, their song list, their 
costumes, and most importantly, their mike 
technique. (We’ve all been witness to mikes 
that set up a piercing shriek while the per- 
formers look frantically around the room try- 
ing to locate the source of the sound. The 
source of the sound is normally the performer 
at the mike.) 

I also wonder who the role models are for 
these dozen or so new performers who are try- 
ing to make it on the cabaret circuit. Where are 
these show biz hopefuls when Barbara Cook, 
Della Reese, Jack Jones and Andrea Marcovic- 
ci are conducting their master classes at The Ci- 
ty Cabaret, the Plush Room, and the Venetian 
Room? Surely it’s worth the price of admis- 
sion to study a professional, perhaps pick up 
a trick or two that might help smooth out some 
of their own rough edges. 

Now for my notes on Caylia Chaiken. I’ve 
caught her act twice at The Galleon and I’m 
still reserving judgement. She attractive, she’s 
got a big smile, she’s eager to please (maybe 
a touch too eager) and she’s got a good voice. 
But her performance on both occasions was 
inconsistent. 

Like many unseasoned cabaret singers, 
Chaiken’s mike technique leaves a lot to be 
desired. Relying on electronic signals to pick 
up her voice, she sometimes holds back on her 


vocal projection and those soft, final phrases 
disappear. Other times, failing to compensate 
for her own increased volume, she holds the 
mike too close and her phrasing ricochets 
around the room. (Probably the one best per- 
son to learn from is Weslia Whitfield. She can 
hold a mike at arm’s length and project a 
whisper.) 

The problem with Chaiken’s first show was 
that it was simply too ambitious. She sang an 
over-long program of practically every show- 
stopper from every Broadway show since 
Oklahoma. The set lacked balance and varie- 
ty. It needed a few little throw-away surprises 
to make those big numbers seem impressive. 
In her eagerness to create a personalized at- 
mosphere (and frankly I prefer a healthy 
distance from the performer), Chaiken donned 
a hostess apron and passed through the au- 
dience with a tray of canapes while singing ‘‘I 
Can Cook, Too.”’ Interestingly enough, this 
was the only time she sang without a mike, and 


-while I wasn’t wild about her ‘‘at home’’ 


presentation, she sounded much better without 
amplification. 

At Chaiken’s more recent Sunday evening, 
she opened her show with a confession of ner- 
vousness and then did the one thing a nervous 
performer shouldn’t do. She chatted, and in 
effect, passed her nervousness on to her au- 
dience. Gratuitous chit-chat may well be the 
most common fault of most neophyte soloists. 
But the rule is simple: If you can’t afford to 
pay a clever writer to write|some clever 
repartee, just do what you came to do. . . sing! 
If you can, however, afford a;writer to put 
your show together, then don’t deviate one 
word from the rehearsed script. (No matter 
how extemporaneous Joel Grey, Carol Chan- 
ning, or Shirley MacLaine’s off-hand remarks 
may seem, you can bet they were carefully

Project due process. Shanti is unable to respond 
publicly to. the allegations of ex-employees 
because if confidential information about their 
individual cases were to be published in the press, 
Shanti would be liable to litigation, even if that 
information were entirely true. On the other 
hand, Linda Maxey, Allen Pugh, and the other 
former Shanti employees quoted in your article 
have the option of obtaining due process through 
the judicial system if they feel that they have 
legitimate complaints about the circumstances 
surrounding their employment at Shanti. Sadly, 
CUt1 has chosen to try their case in the press, an 
arena in which Shanti Project is unable to 
respond. 

I am disturbed with several instances of telling 
only half the truth that I found in the article. In 
discussing Robin Rose’s appointment as Clinical 
Coordinator on Ward 5A at San Francisco 
General, you state that she ‘chad worked as a 
receptionist in a veterinary office for several years 
before coming to Shanti,”’ implying that she mov- 
ed directly from a relatively unskilled job to the 
Clinical Coordinator position. Why do you 
neglect to mention that between these two jobs, 
Robin served on staff at Shanti in a very visible 
position (Volunteer Coordinator) that both 
prepared her to assume greater responsibilities 
and allowed her managers to formulate a high 
opinion of her capabilities? Also, in discussing 
the fact that the Shanti residence program cur- 
rently has no women’s residences, nowhere do 
you cite the very pertinent statistic that gay men 
still constitute 96% of the AIDS diagnoses in San 
Francisco. 

I find the tone of the article to be counter- 

roductive, if not downright catty. For example, 
the phrase ‘‘open your heart’”’ is used during 
volunteer trainings to convey the openness Shanti 
volunteers try to experience when working with 
clients. How do you suppose Shanti volunteers 
must have felt when we saw that phrase juxtapos- 
ed with ‘‘and cover your ass’’? Another exam- 
ple — the pictures of Jim Geary that you printed 
both on the cover of the issue and on page 7 are 
absolutely the most unflattering pictures of Geary 
that I have ever seen. 

Finally, I feel patronized by the sidebar accom- 
panying the article, telling readers that despite the 
controversy at Shanti, they should continue to of- 
fer their support. Do you really think that peo- 
ple will be rushing out to ‘‘volunteer, give money, 
and host fundraisers’’ after reading your article? 

In my opinion, far more critical issues exist at 
Shanti than the current debate over office 
mismanagement, gossip, and hiring practices. For 
instance, an article about Shanti might have ex- 
plored how the organization has been able to pro-- 
vide services for a huge number of people with 
AIDS, their friends, families, and lovers, and 
how they might continue to do so for an even 
larger caseload in the future. Perhaps you might 
have even examined Jim Geary’s role in leading 
an organization which has undergone such in- 
credible growth in such a short period of time. 
I am extremely disappointed that CU! found 
Shanti office politics to be of more interest than 
the challenges that face our community in the face 


of the AIDS epidemic. ?

scripted.) 

_ Asimple treatment of ‘Imagination’ open- 
ed Chaiken’s set. It was clean, clear and pro- 
mising. She then sang a particularly nice ar- 
rangement of a lovely but unattributed song 
called ‘‘Streets of London.”’ It was well suited 
to. her vocal temperament. Seeming more 
relaxed she then sang ‘‘I Want to be a Pretty 
Girl’’ and I began to detect some of her earlier 
diction problems and dropped phrases. 

A chatty lead-in to ‘‘I Wanna Be Evil’’ was 
a touch too coy and her treatment of the song 
itself sacrificed musicality to over-cute mugg: 
ing. Campy humor doesn’t really require much 
acting. 

Of the other half dozen songs in her first set 
(several were refreshingly unfamiliar) I liked 
best her delivery of that familiar country- 
western classic ‘‘Crazy.’’ Vocally and emo- 
tionally she pulled it all together with a 
restrained sensitivity, and it was clear sailing 
for the rest of the set.
